Dennis McDermott, president of Ihe 2,3- 
million-membereonRre.ss, lold a medieare 
eonferenee it was lime for consumers to 
orRilnize to save Ihe health-care system 
Ihey had worked so hard to win in Ihe first 
place. 

"We must Renerate such pressure that 
Ihe federal and offendinR provincial Rov- 
ernments will not dare lo iRnorc our medi¬ 
eare objectives," 

The conference, called SO.S Medicare, 
was desiRned to kick off a labor and eon- 
snnier movement lo put pressure on Rov- 
ernments lo repair Ihe ailinR health-care 
plan. 

The conRress outlined a proRram lo im¬ 
prove medieare in April durinR Ihe fed¬ 
eral election eampaiRn. 


But Monday, membcTs of Rroups such 
as Ihe National Farmers' Cnion, Ihe Cana¬ 
dian Chamber of Commerce and orRani/a 
(ions representinR six different churches 
joined aRain in eallinR for an end lo extra 
hilliiiR for medical services and an expan 
sion of eurcenl services lo include dental 
care and druRs. 

Doctors or hospitals or both in seven 
provinces now charRe more for some 
health services than medicare pays them. 

In 1977, a new financinR formula took 
effect which transferred the day-to-day 
administration and authority of the nation¬ 
al health plan to the provinces. 

Said McDermott: "The provincial 
countcrparls of all of our national orRani- 
zations will have to Renerate and apply 
intense and hopefully united pressure on 
Iheir respeclive provincial Rovernments lo 
restore to the pre-1977 situation,”

Iranian PM resigns, 
U.K. embassy freed

TEHKAN (Keuter) — Premier Mehdi 
BazarRan and his Iranian cabinet today 
tendered their reslRnations to revolution¬ 
ary leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
informed .sources close to the premier’s 
office said. 

The sources said Ihe resiRnations have 
yet to be accepted by the revolution¬ 
ary eouncil. 

Student followers of Khomeini ended a 
five-hour takeover of the British embassy 
Monday nlRht but other students con- 
limied lo hold an estimated 100 persons 
hostaRc at Ihe L'.S. embas.sy. 

The takeovers of the two embassies 
were the latest moves in a war of nerves 
aRainst "the Rreat Satan, America" and its 
"evil" British ally. 

The students and Khomeini demanded 
that Ihe United Slates and Britain hand 
over two "criminals” for trial—Ihe de¬ 
posed shah Mohammad Rez.a Pahlavi and 


former Iranian prime minister Shahpour 
Bakhliar, living in exile in Western Eu¬ 
rope. 

But Ihe Carter administration rejected 
the demand that it expel the shah, and the 
British said they did not have Bakhtiar and 
that he was living in France. 

In Washington, it was reported that a 
cancerous lymph gland tumor in the neck 
of the shah had enlarged since his recent 
surgery and that another stone had been 
discovered in a bile duct. 

Radio Tehran said the students holding 
the U.S. embassy also demanded that 
the Iranian government end all ties with 
the United States. And Iran's petroleum 
minister said a cutoff of oil exports to the 
U.S. was po.ssible. 

Broadcasts by the government-run 
radio said students also seized the U.S. 
consulates in Tabriz in northwest Iran and 
in Ihe southern city of Shiraz.

B.C. appeal may lead 
to patriation action

While the rest of Canada watches, B.C. 
is preparing an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Canada which could lead to pa¬ 
triation of the Constitution. 

And while the legal experts In Attorney- 
General Garde Gardom’s ministry work on 
Ihe appeal, his administrative exports are 
trying to find a way to side-step major 
road blocks crealed by a ruling of Mr. 
Justice H E. Hutcheon in the B.C. Supreme 
Court on Oct. 22. 

The judge ruled that three .sections of 
B.C.'s new Family Relations Act were in¬ 
valid because the province did not have the 
jurisdiction to go beyond the terms of the 


British North America Act as laid down in 
18«7. 

In layman's language. Ihe B.C. Family 
Relations Act had attempted lo make it 
possible for routine disputes at the time of 
a marriage break-up lo be heard in fam¬ 
ily court. 

The 112-year old BNA Act reserves cer¬ 
tain such family matters—occupancy of 
Ihe family home, child custody and other 
matters—for the higher courts. 

While the actual points of law are com¬ 
plex Ilutmcon ruled that while a provin¬ 
cial court judge could not rule on a appli¬ 
cation for the sole occupancy of the family 
home, custody of an infant son or on an

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Ray fails in fourth break 


PKTROS, Tonn. (UPl) — 
Leaving behind two dum¬ 
mies in their eell, James 
Karl Hay and his escape-ar¬ 
tist cellmate broke out of the 
maxium security Brushy 
Mountain State Prison 
today, but were captured 
just outside the wall. 

Hay. convicted assassin of 
Dr. Marlin Luther King Jr., 
wax captured after a guard 
spotted him slithering along 
the ground with a green 
blanket pulled over him as 
camouflage. 

The guard fired a warning 
shot and Hay gave up. 

Kay's cellmate. Donald 
Kugenc Wolverton. :iu. a 
prisoner with at least two 
previous escapes to his cred¬ 
it. was captured seconds 
later as he attempted to hide 
behind two air conditioning 
units against the prison 
wall. 

Authorities said both were 


caught in an area between 
the wall and a 12-fool-high 
chain link fence surrounding 
the prison. 

No one was injured. 

Prison officials said the 
two made their way to the 
rmif of the pri.son through a 
vent s.vsiem and slid down a 
pipe at the front of the prison 
when the guard spotted Kay 
and fired the warning shot. 

It was Hay’s fourth at¬ 
tempt to break out of the 
maximum security prison in 
the East Tennessee moun¬ 
tains near Knoxville. 

He and five other prison¬ 
ers used a makeshift ladder 
to scale the wall and esca|K‘ 
in a hail of gunfire on June 
ID. 1977. 

Hay was caught 55 hours 
later as a bloodhound found 
him hiding in a pile of 
leaves. 

The others were also 
caught.

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LA PAZ (AP) — Col. Al¬ 
berto Natusch. the army 
officer who seized power last 
week, dashed hopes for a 
quick .solution to Bolivia's 
bUMKiy power struggle Mon¬ 
day by declaring he would 
not step down. 

Natusch said in a speech 
on government radio and 
television that assertions by 
some congressmen that he 
would surrender power to 
congress are “absolutely 
false." 

“With sincerity and firm¬ 
ness we will not permit the 
nation to become enslaved 
by predatory terrorism." 
the self proclaimed presi¬ 
dent declared. 

lie led an armed forces 
coup Thursday that ousted 
President Waller (iuevara. 
the first constitutional presi¬ 
dent in a decade. • 

Natusch dissolved con¬ 
gress. but then allowed it to 


reconvene Monday, leading 
some civilian |>oliticians to 
believe the military might be 
backing down after days of 
street battles left at least 39 
persons dead and scores 
wounded. 

Senate President Leonidas 
.Sanchez had met with Na¬ 
tusch and told other legisla¬ 
tors. "The crisis we are 
going through now will be 
solved in a matter of hours." 
His optimism was echoed by 
congressman Kuben San¬ 
chez. who told reporters Na¬ 
tusch had promised to re¬ 
sign.

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The real enemy 
revealed at last 


IN POLITICAL WARFARE there are limit¬ 
ed targets because nobody wants to wound the 
voters. The opposition party can attack the 
governing party. The party in government 
can attack the opposition. Not only can this 
become downright boring, it does not help-to 
explain a party's own rudely-revealed flaws. 
For diversion, therefore, both parties can at¬ 
tack the media, the messenger who brings the 
bad news in the first place. 

Dirty campaign strategy in general and 
phoney letters to editors in particular have 
caused the Social Credit government con¬ 
siderable embarrassment of late. It's hard to 
blame the New Democratic Party for it. In 
fact the NDP has emerged (and wriggled 
with delight) in the role of victim. So late last 
week the .Socred guns swung to the only other 
target. There was nowhere else to go. 

"God help democracy if (the press) be¬ 
comes the final court in the land." said Pre¬ 
mier Bennett to the party convention. .And 
many of the party faithful, with the real 
enemy identified at last, made suitable grow I- 
in)^noises at (he media. 

The issue was surely not that the press 
had reported the matter of the phoney letters 
and the taped .Socred dirty tricks strategy — 
but that the media kept on reporting every 
new development and repeating the old news, 
worrying the subject like an evil-tempered 
dog with a bone. The messenger, in other 
words, had made too much of the message. 

But that is not a judgment for a politician 
or political party to make. Every person who 
reads a newspaper story or listens to a radio 
newscast or watches the news reported on 
television makes that kind of judgment for 
himself. It is a subtle exerci.se in weighing, 
accepting and discounting information. All of 
us undertake it countless times a day. It is a 
personal thing— and will be as long as there is 
freedom of information. 

Of course. Premier Bennett and the think¬ 
ing party members know all this full well. 
When the premier decided to publicly shoot 
the messenger last week, it was a measure of 
his frustration with a handful of amoral 
zealots who have bespattered the party 
image. It was also something of a dirty trick 
itself.

Our PM belongs in the Quebec debate 



OTTAWA — Prime .Minisler 
Clark's statement that he will not par 
ticipatc directly in the Quebec refcreii 
dum campaign carries 
the doctrine of provin- 
ciai rights to extra¬ 
ordinary lengths. 

After a meeting 
with Quebec Liberal 
leader Claude Ityan, 

Clark argued that the 
Tefereiidum was a 
"provincial" matter, 
and should be handled 
by the people of the 
procince ctouerned. 

Since he is not a Quebec citizen, he will 
participate, if at all, only " discreelK " 
— whatever th.il means. .Meanwhile, 
he is calling on Quebec Tories to 
join the fight for federalism. 

Clark's view of the relerendum is 
far too narrow, too technical. The 
referendum is much more than a pro¬ 
vincial issue. Its results could even¬ 
tually lead to Canada S breakup. That 
i]jakes it a Canadian as well as a

The Parti Quebecols leaders ap¬ 
parently understand tliis. A number 
have gone outside Quebec to explain 
the PQ position, presumably to try to* 
muster support for it in Lnglish 
speaking Canada — or if not supp<irt. 
at least to reduce any active hostility 
toward the PQ's sovereignty-associa

tion proposal. If Quebec Separatists 
can go outside Quebec to explain their 
position, there is no reason that iion- 
Qtiebec federalists can't go into Que¬ 
bec to explain thi- federalist position.

In fact one 
"expert," Dr. Reynold Gold 
from Toronto's Hospital for 
.Sick Children, agreed that it 
was likely intelligence was 
transmitted by genes (so 
much else is) and it was even 
probable that blacks as a 
group, if not as individuals, 
do have a lower IQ than 
whites.

TV goes to war

II.AMEI.N. West Germany — In Ihe heart of a beech 
forest near a bulge in the border which lakes East 
('ii-rmany to its closest point to the River Rhine. British 
soldiers are crouched over T\’ sets. 

In one of the heavily camouflaged tents, carpeted 
wilh autumn leaves. Col. Ronald Burnett presses a se 
quence of red. blue and brown buttons on his set, which 
stands on a trestle table. 

(ireen writing ripples on lo the screen. It lists Ihe 
"friendly forces" in an area about to be incinerated by a 
N.ATO nuclear strike. 

".Ml. there's the Balh unit." says Col. Burnett, a bespecia 
cled enthusiast, who is.able lo joke because this in only a 
demonstration. 

The next stage is to press more buttons, and instanta¬ 
neous messages appear on similar screens carried by 
units up lo 50 miles away in the threatened area, warn¬ 
ing them when and .where the 20 kilolon nuclear bomb is 
going to explode. 

For two years Ihe British array in Germany has been 
experimenting wilh Ihe first automatic data process¬ 
ing system in the world lo be- made for a field army. 

Last month the governmenl accepted the battle field 
computer .system, called Wavell, manufactured by the 
Brlllsh company, I’lessey, and ordered full production, thus 
initiating the era of television warfare. 

In its i-arly stages the system will be used to store, 
collate and communicate information about friendly and 
enemy forces, with real Soviet troops just across Ihe 
border on which lo practise. 

In the early 1980s it will be linked lo a new radio com¬ 
munications system called Ptarmigan, which will en¬ 
able battle tirders to be given and recieved on TV consoles, 
so ending Ihe days of field telephones, despatch riders 
and paperwork. II will permit field headquarters to 
move around and so be harder to hit. 

The invention opens up Ihe eventual science fiction 
possibility of commanders sitting in front of TV con¬ 
soles directing battles from remote locations, even in an 
other country. 

The British system is a decade ahead of a proposed 
German sy.stem called Heros. An American system, TOS.S, 
has run Into funding problems, and a prototype is nut 
expected before 1982. 

The headquarters part of Ihe Wavell system will bi- 
carried in a tank-like vehicle or a heavy truck. .Small units 
will carry their TV consoles in Land-Rovers, 

It takes Iwo-and-a-half days to train a competent op<-ra- 
tor. 

The security of the system remains a problem in 
Ihe view of some of the computer .specialists working on 
Wavell. Ah enemy could wreak havoc if he captured 
il. One officer said; "We might not find out uiUil he said 
somelhing stupid on his TV .screen."

OTTAWA — No one, with lhepo>Nible exception 
(.f frustrated Fabien Hoy and his tiny band of Social 
CTediters, wants another general election now . Sot 
•loe Clark's Conservatives, who are just setting a 
grip on government. Not I’ierre Trudeau s I.ilx'r 
als. who would probably lose again as they did in 
May and who. in any event, are more interested in 
finding new leaders than facing the electorate. Not 
Kd Broadbent s New Democriits, who (if history is 
any guide) would probably come back with fewer 
seats than the 26 they now hold. Not party orga- 
ni/ers, who would be forced to sacrifice the Christ¬ 
mas-New Year break if. as headlines suggest. 
Clark's government is toppled by a Liberal non- 
eonfidence vote in the Commons tonight. (Cam¬ 
paigns are roughly 60 days long, meaning all the 
heavy action in an election called this week would 
lake place from about Christmas to voting day .Ian. 
6 ). Not \<]|ers, who have already put up with one 
election this year. 

What, then, accounts for this game of (silitical 
brinkmanship foisted on the minority Commons by 
the Liberal opijosilion'.’ Well, must Liberals say the 
real reason, ironically, is simply to show that they 
are not afraid of another election. 

A secondary reason, put forward by Manitoba 
Liberal Lloyd Axworthy. is that the lime has come 
to "pul a good jolt into the .system." 

What this means, of course, is that the Liberals 
have no intention of defeating Clark's government 
tonight, .-ynd that means that the whole business is 
being taken with the lightheartedness it deserves, 
right',’ 

Wrong. 

While no one wants an election, and no one 
expects the l.iberaKole to pn-cipilate one. the vole, 
and the manoeuvring leading up to it. is being 
regarded with deadly seriousness. Party whips 
have even gone so far as to sus|H’nd the practice of 
"pairing. " where, say. a Liberal Ml’ who wants to 
be away for the vole finds a Conservative of like 
mind to stay away as well 

Why'.’ Well, in polities, even the most innocuous 
undertakings have a way of backfiring. And while 
pairing has been used extensively-in the past to 
maintain the relative political balance in the House 
, (for one particular vide, on May 21. IHIti, for 
instance, a staggering 121 MPs. nearly half the 
tcdal. vvere paired), it hasn't always worked the 
way it should. 

There was that startling Dominion Day vole 
back in l!i2(i when Arthur Meighen's Conservative 
government — like Clark's, in office a mere sis 
months — was inadvertently defeated because an 
opposition MP forgid he was paired, voted . . . and 
^ brought ilown the government. 

The way we hear it. no one wants anything like 
that to recur. 


While they'v e decreed there i.s to be no pairing, 
whips Tom Lefebvre of the Liberals and liifl Kent 
pling of the Conservatives have agreed to even IIk' 
balance if an MP on either side has to mi.ss the vote 
because of a death "in the immediate family ." No 
other excuse will do. and Lefebvre says he expects 
all 112 Liberals to be present. That has created 
some difficulties for at least one of his Liberals. 
Marc l.alonde is in Geneva acting as a special 
adviser to the World Health Drganization (he's a 
former Liberal health minister) and wasn't sche¬ 
duled to return until Friday. 

He changed his plans because of the vote, and 
now is due baek this afternoon.

The Sea Shepherd was 
seized by Portuguese aulhor- 
ilies. who have refused to 
release it. 

Hunter said that if Portu¬ 
gal released the ship, it 
would immediately embark 
on a trip to Cambodia.

OTTAWA (UI’C) — The 
federal government should 
resume control of medicare 
because provinces are di¬ 
verting $650 million from 
health care this year. Liber¬ 
al health critic Monique 
Begin said Monday. 

Begin, the former health 
minister, said the block¬ 
funding she initiated two 
.vears ago to free provincial 
governments to set theirown 
priorities had "backfired" 
and monthly payments 
should be halted until pro¬ 
vincial medicare meets fed¬ 
eral standards. 

Begin made her remarks 
at a conference on medicare 
sponsored by the Canadian 
Labor Congress, the United 
Church of Canada and the 
National Pensioners Federa¬ 
tion. 

"The idea was that the 
provincial governments 
would do as they promised 
and use their increased fi¬ 
nancial freedom to make the 
health-care system more 
flexible and responsive to 
needs at lower cost," she 
said. "Instead they have 
quickly;_^ moved to throttle 
medicare." 

Increasing numbers of 
provinces have introduced 
user fees, both to raise fund.s 
and to discourage use of the 


medicare system. A large 
number of doctors have 
withdrawn from the scheme 
and bill patients directly. 

"Nationwide the percent¬ 
age of federal financing is 
more than 60 per cent, and 
this in a program that is 
supposed to be .50-50. This 
represents a sum of about 
$6,50 million diverted from 
medicare by provincial gov¬ 
ernments," she said. '■ 

"They are nut meeting the 


terms of the legislation, and 
they should be warned that 
monthly payments will be 
withheld until they do.” 

Begin .said a commission 
to study health care that w as 
announced by Health Minis¬ 
ter David Crombie in Sep¬ 
tember had never been offi- 
cially authorized by a 
cabinet order, which would 
give it powers to request in¬ 
formation. 


"Notice should be given of 
the commutation of block 
funding and the renegotia¬ 
tion of cost-sharing arrange¬ 
ments with the provinces," 
Begin said. "The federal 
government must re-estab¬ 
lish control of the medicare 
program. "

"Two weeks ago the .Su 
preme Court of B.C. struck 
down provincial jurisdiction 
to provide custody and ac¬ 
cess orders for children, lo 
provide for possession of the 
matrimonial home and for 
restraining orders to pre¬ 
vent spouses cominR to the 
home. That argument turned 
on an interpretation of the 
powers of judfies as stated 
in the BNA Act. 

"There have never been 
any questions about the pro¬ 
priety of Ihe maintenance 
jurisdiction which has long 
been used in provincial 
courts by judges. In the in¬ 
terests of prov iding a wider 
range of relief for families in 
distress, British Columbia 
logically tried to broaden 
prov incial court functions to 
inciude child access and 
temporary possession of the 
matrimonial home and the 
contents of the matrimonial 
home." 

Gardom said there was- 
nothing mysterious involved 
in Ihe B.C. attempt to make 
family disputes easier and 
less cosily to handle. 

"The reasons iK'hind our 
thinking were that pnA-in- 
vial courts are available in 
all centres of Ihe province, 
access lo them is less expen¬ 
sive and the process is more 
expeditious," he said. 

Despite criticism from the 
M)I’ that the new Fam¬ 
ily Helations Act was care- 
lessl) prepared and was now 
causing additional hardships 
lo families in dispute, Gar¬ 
dom said the changes were 
based on national law re¬ 
form moves "and careful 
legal preparation by three 
successive B.C. govern¬ 
ments." 

"Now. after a decade of 
law reform, of reports and 


commi.ssions. of studies and 
discussions, of pilot pro¬ 
jects, of meetings in church 
basements, films and pre 
senlalions. debates and even 
publie demonstrations, this 
issue had not been put into 
question acro.ss the nation." 
Gardom said. 

"The B.C. Supreme Court 
decision, if it is not reversed 
on appeal, could mean that 
Ihe Canadian public will 
have to wait the amendment 
of Ihe Constitution and/or 
make do with Ihe appoint 
menl of new federal county 
court judges with specia¬ 
lized jurisdiction to handle 
this area of the law. The 
latter will mean additional 
expenses and delays lo the 
public." 

Gardom said he would be 
unhappy if the present de¬ 
bate on Ihe Family Helations 
Act resulted in patriation of 
the Constitution from West¬ 
minster, Kngland. 

"It boils down to Ihe fact 
that in this area the Coiisli- 
tulion of Canada of 18117 is 
just limping along." he re¬ 
pealed. "Where else in Ihe 
worid is it necessary lo have 
to ask for a constitutional 
amendment in a country 
other than one's ow n to allow 
a woman to go lo a local 
court in her own hometown 
to ensure that she can keep 
her children and lo ensure 
that they be fed'* 

"The challenge is not 
unique to B.C. and sooner or 
later will most likely have lo 
be faced by other jurisdic¬ 
tions across the country." 

Gardom said that while Ihe 
ramifications of iiving under 
Ihe terms of the old British 
North America Act might 
not be understood by most 
Canadians "by virtue of the 
complexity and inlerdepen 
dency ^ Canadian society 
today, surely evervone must 
be coming fast lo Ihe conclu 
sion that Ihe existing Cnnsli. 
lotion may be sirail-jackcl 


ing our methods of most 
effectively delivering ser¬ 
vice. both factually and in 
Ihe public perception." 

The latest development, he 
said, "results in a constitu¬ 
tional side-step, and while a 
constitutional side-step can 
be admired as one of the 
most intricate of legai man- 


oeuvres, it is certainly not 
the kind of thing a contempo 
rary Canadian wants to 
dance." 

Gardom said that even if 
the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada upheld the B.C. appeal 
he would still press for re¬ 
form of the Constitution.

who needed it most. 

Crombic said his depart¬ 
ment was continuing investi¬ 
gation of various options 
that was started when Miss 
Begin was minister. 

He added that nothing 
ciiuld be done without exten- 
sive discussions with the 
provinces, which had ideas 
of their own. For instance. 
Quebec had been after a new 
income supplement pro- 
gram for some lime. 

And the government wnuld 
have to consider reports 
from special Commons stu¬ 
dies on the needs of the hand 
ieapped and changes needed 
in (H'nsion laws to help those 
in need. Neither of these will 
report until next year. 

But. in time, there would 
be changes that fundamen¬ 
tally effected the way Ihe 
government operated social 
services.

Shorter $2 million outfall urged 


Wright

A proposal to make the Clover Point 
sewage outfall 3,000 feet long, instead of 
the original 6,900 or the later t, 100 feet, will 
go before the Capital Region District's 
public works committee Wednesday. 

Victoria Aid. Robert Wright, chairman 
of the region's South Coast sewage com¬ 
mittee, confirmed Monday that the shorter 
outfall is expected to cost only $2 mil¬ 
lion, down from an original estimate of $7 
million. 

In confirming the information released 
early Monday by Victoria mayoral candi¬ 
date Murray Glazier, who is region board 
chairman, Wright said he was reluctant to 
add to leaks from his report before it is 
placed before Wednesday's committee 
meeting.

He criticized Glazier who, he said, had 
released information for political purposes 
only. 

"The original fiasco of Clover Point was 
put together when Aid. Glazier was chair¬ 
man of public works,” said Wright. "1 wish 
he would just leave us alone now to get this 
problem corrected.” 

Wright said that while Glazier has not 
attended committee meetings, or made 
any contribution to solving problems along 
the south coast, Monday was the second 
time he had jumped in with announce¬ 
ments before reports could be placed 
before appropriate committees. 


.•\ few weeks ago. Glazier announced in 
advance a suggestion for an outfall at 
Mc.Micking Point. 

"I just hope,” said Wright, "that his 
publicity-seeking for political purposes 
doesn't undo all the work that has been 
done to date on this,” 

At present the outfall, due for comple¬ 
tion almost two years ago, is spewing .sew¬ 
age just 200 feet off the tip of Clover Point, 
while original plans remain the subject of 
litigation between the Capital Region Dis¬ 
trict. contractors, engineers and consul¬ 
tants. 


And one of Glazier's^vals in the race for 
the mayor's seat. Aid. John Hayes, is 
railing for a halt to outfall work, and a 
.start on a proper sewage treatment plant. 

Glazier said a secondary treatment plant 
would cost $30 million and could not be 
built at Clover Point because it would need 
12 acres of land, while there is only five 
acres available, even if the kite-flying field 
were used. 

"There is no magic wand that will make 
sewage disappear,” said Glazier. "If a 
treatment plant were put there, it would be 
an industrial use of the land, and in 
that location there would be problems of 
odor, noise and possible health prob¬ 
lems.”

Saanich council threw a 
monkey w rench Monday into 
provincial government plans 
to turn the old-Juvenilc De¬ 
tention Home at 1125 Pern 
broke into a containment 
centre for young offenders.

"There are some real 
hardened criminals in the 
building, and I don't want to 
be party to seeing first- and 
second-time offenders put in 
with hard core cases.” 

He said the three-year 
lease the owners gave the 
province in 1978 stated 't 


was to be used only as a 
temporary containment 
centre, not as a jail. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said 
the government would do 
what it wished with the prop¬ 
erty "no matter what we 
have to say.” 

He said the corrections 
branch was already contra¬ 
vening a clause in the lease 
which stated no youth could 
be kept' longer than eight 
days after his case had bwn 
disposed of by a judge with¬ 
out the written permission of 
the chairman of the family 
court. "They have people for 
eight months,” he added. 

He noted that a consider¬ 
able amount of money had 
been spent by the province 
on renovating the building, 
“and if my memory is cor¬ 
rect, we gave them an indi¬ 
cation the ownership would 
change if renovations were 
made," he said. 

Aid. John Mika, sponsor of 
the motion, said the corpora¬ 
tion had hot provided one 
substantiated reason why 
ownership should change. 


However, Aid. John .Mika 
noted that among safe¬ 
guards proposed in the brief 
was one stating that no port 
site should be considered un¬ 
less it was acceptable to a 
'majority of residents living 
in the area selectedr 

He recommended a cop^v 
o( the brief be sent to offi¬ 
cials in Port Angeles, draw¬ 
ing their attention to this 
suggestion. 

Other safeguards pro¬ 
posed in the brief state that 
the federal government 
should underw rite cost of oil 
spill cleanup in Canadian 
waters or upon adjacent Ca¬ 
nadian lands: .size limits be 
placed on vessels operating 
in Canadian waters; tankers 
operating in Canadian 
waters comply with accept¬ 
able Canadian standards 
fore they are licensed.

Shops in Village 
'abusing’ own 
parking system 

Merchants and their employees in the Oak Bay Vil¬ 
lage have'"been abusing a free reserved parking sy.s- 
lem established for them by the municipality nearly a 
year ago, council's streets and traffic committee was 
told Monday night. 

A list of licences of 15 cars whose owners regularly use 
the 15-spacc .senior citizen centre parking lot on Mon¬ 
terey was given to municipal administrator Jim Craven 
bj a nearby resident for enforcement. 

The resident said he was prepared to regularly update 
the list for Police Chief Irving Bailey. 

Other residents of Monterey and Hampshire poured 
out a litany of parking problems associated with abuse 
of the system as well, leading the committee to resolve 
that enforcement be stepped up. 

The committee, on the motion of Aid. Doug Watts, au¬ 
thorized an increa.se in the hours of a commissionaire 
hired to police the village area from the current three 
six-hour days to an unspecified number of hours. 

Although Bailey told the committee the parking en¬ 
forcement officer works irregular hours, William Hep- 
tinstall, 1392 Hampshire, said some violators apparently 
knew the schedule and moved just before she made her 
rounds. 

Watts, a candidate for mayor in the Nov. 17 elec¬ 
tion, said the only way to permanently solve the Vil¬ 
lage's parking problems was for the new council to im¬ 
mediately provide more off-street parking. 

Craven said he was disappointed at the lack of re¬ 
sponse to the free numbered parking system, which re¬ 
quires merchants and their employees to walk 100 yards 
or so from a church parking lot or the public safety build¬ 
ing. 

But, he added "we have more than covered the 
wages of the commissionaire just from the fines being 
collected.” 

Reg Whittaker, 1354 Monterey, said that because 
streets near the Village were constantly used, residents 
were not able to be-nefit from the municipality's leaf pick 
up program. He suggested that signs be posted on leaf¬ 
cleaning days. 

The suggestion will be acted on. 

Aid. Peter Bunn .said the municipality would have to 
get really lough on enforcement, increasing the fines if 
necessary. 

Craven said he would meet with the merchants associa¬ 
tion Wednesday morning and raise the matter then. 

Also to be investigated is the feasibility of providing 
decals to senior citizens who regularly use the seniors' 
centre and reducing three- or six-hour parking limits in 
the Village environs to one hour or 30 minutes. 

The administration has been asked to report back on 
these and other ideas to relieve the stress on residents 
of the area.

Tight government 
purse strings are stran¬ 
gling non-profit home¬ 
maker's services in the 
province, according to 
co-ordinators of several 
.services. 

The services, which keep 
many people out of institu¬ 
tions by providing basic 
cooking, cleaning, and other 
chores in the client's own 
home, have been expanding 
rapidly since the province's 
long-term care program was 
instituted in January, 1978, 
and that is part of their prob¬ 
lem. 

The six-to-eight-week 
delay in receiving payment 
for services rendered to cli¬ 
ents. most of them referred 
to the homemakers' services 
by the health ministry's 
long-term care program, has 
forced the services to find 
some other way to pay their 
employees, usually a bank 
loan. 

In addition to the inter¬ 
est charges which result, the 
loans arc often guaranteed 
by staff members of the 
homemakers' service or of 
the society which sponsors 
the service, and if the loan is 
cut off, the service is threa¬ 
tened. 

To mitigate the problem, 
the long-term care program 
gives the services an ad¬ 
vance, in the form of 80 per 
cent of their previous 
month's billings, which is 
sent to them in two install 
ments each month. But be 
cause the services are grow 
ing so quickly, the advances 
are rarely enough to cover 
expenses. 

"Ninety per cent of Sep¬ 
tember's billings may be 
only 60 per cent of January's 
billings," Joan Reichardt of 
Nelson, president of the 
Community Homemakers 
Association of B.C;, said 
Monday. 

Hilary Gerow, co-ordina- 
tor of the Femwood Home¬ 
maker Service, said Monday 
her organization had ex¬ 
panded four-fold in the last 
13 months, from 500 hours to 
2.500 hours of service to cli¬ 
ents each month, and was 
still growing. 

"We still have a major 
need in our area for home¬ 
makers.” 

To meet the payroll, 
Gerow has taken out a $5,000 
line of credit, the society 
which operates the service 
has taken out another $5,000 
line of credit, and the books 
are “juggled” to provide an¬ 


other $5,000 to meet the 
monthly $15,000 payroll. 

Even then, homemakers 
who work for the service, at 
wages of between $4 and $5 
an hour, don't always gel 
paid on time. 

"We tell them to call be¬ 
fore they come in to pick up 
their cheques because they 
might be delayed for a 
week.” 

As hard as it is on the 
services. thO^situation can be 
even harder on their em¬ 
ployees. Gerow said. 

"They are primarily 
women, and many are sup¬ 
porting families on their 
own. They have no financial 
cushion at all.” 

Given the uncertain pay- 
cheques, no guarantee of 
steady hours, and the hard 
work involved, employees of 
the services arc always on 
the lookout for more promis¬ 
ing work, and turnover is 
high, Gerow said. 

Colin Aykroyd, president 
of the Fairfield Community 
Association, adds that the 
service homemakers are ex¬ 
pected to provide appears to 
be getting more complex as 
Victoria hospitals attempt to 
free beds occupied by long¬ 
term care patients. Not only 
are the number of clients 
rising rapidly, but the hours 
of service each requires are 
al.so increasing. 

A steady flow of letters 
between Aykroyd and gov¬ 
ernment agencies was 
among the pressures that 
persuaded the government 
to increase its advances 
from 80 to 90 per cent of the 
previous month's billings, 
but that does not solve the 
problem by any means, he 
indicated. 

To Gerow, the additional 
10 per cent means another 
$600 a month, which is “abso¬ 
lutely nothing” against $15,- 
000 worth of credit, she 
said. 

The remaining 10 per cent 
takes six to eight weeks to 
collect from the provincial 
long-term care program 
which accounts for about 80 
per cent of the homemaker 
service's business. The bal¬ 
ance of the homemaking is 
done for the human re¬ 
sources ministry (which 
seems to pay more prompt¬ 
ly. but provides no ad¬ 
vances), the Capital Region 
District and private clients. 

Another problem is the 
time involved in getting bud¬ 
gets approved. The provin¬ 
cial government works out 
an hourly rate it will pay for 
each service, based on the 
budget each service sub¬ 
mits, and those budgets were 
not approved for five 


months, because of Ihe lag 
between the time the .ser¬ 
vices submit their budgets 
and Ihe time the province's 
own budget is approved. 

liven then, the process is 
not over. Aykroyd notes. The 
long-term care program sent 
back the Fairfield Home¬ 
makers Sc‘rvice's approved 
budget with several reduc 
tions. including funds for 
audit and legal expenses 
which had already been in¬ 
curred in preparing the ser 
vice's annual financial state¬ 
ment. 

The government has also 
tried to take away any sur¬ 
pluses accumulated by Ihe 
services, even though in 
Fairfield's case the "sur¬ 
plus” consists almost entire¬ 
ly of accounts receivable 
from Ihe provincial govern¬ 
ment. The government 
backed off when told it could 
have the surplus—when it 
paid its own account in full 

Capital funds are all but 
non existent, Aykroyd said 
The Fairfield Homemaker 
.Service operated without 
proper desks for its first 
three months, and office 
supplies are frequently pul 
on employees' personal 
charge accounts. 

Some agencies have been 
forced to curtail their ser¬ 
vices. or to tell Ihe long-term 
care program that they will 
cease operation entirely un¬ 
less their financial stability 
is improved. Such drastic 
measures have worked in 
some cases but have not 
spurred the government to 
work out a general solution 
that will meet the needs of all 
Ihe province's homemaker 
services, Mrs, Reichardt 
said. 

The first step toward solv 
ing Ihe problem, she said, is 
to give the homemakers ser 
vices a financial cushion to 
meet their day-to-day obli 
gallons without resorting to 
bank or personal loans 
While the money involved 
would be significant, it 
would be a one-time ex,, 
pense, and would save. Mrs. 
Reichardt estimates, $300. 
000 to $.'>00,000 in annual in 
terest charges incurred by 
all B.C. homemakers ser 
vices. Those costs are even¬ 
tually passed along to the 
taxpayer. 

So far, no such help is in 
sight, although a Dec. 12 
meeting between the Com¬ 
munity Homemakers' Asso¬ 
ciation of B.C. and the min 
istry has been scheduled to 
discuss some of the difficul¬ 
ties.

"We now are on the road to price stdbirity",follow'inf< 
moves by the* h'ederal Reserve Board to liphlen credit 
and slow the pace of Ihe U.S. economy, Tilford Gaines 
told a hearing of the congressional joint economic com¬ 
mittee. 

"in Ihe next six to nine months, we could see a 
lowering of interest rate.s tied to price changes," said 
Gaines, chief eeonomisl for .Manufacturers Hanover Trust 
Co., the fourlh-larpesl bank in the U.S. He did not 
specify any interest rate levels. 

He said interest rales will 'advance further" bul will 
not rise to "stratospheric levels." addinq that the h'ed- 
cral Reserve Board "is not runninq a serious risk of a 
2ll-per-(enl prime rate." 

He said, however, that Ihe rale of inflation, currently 13 
per eeni a year, sliould dip to between 8'. and 7'-j per cent 
annuallv.

Soccer league faces charges 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The National Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board has charged the 
North American Soccer 
League and its member 
clubs with 40 separate viola¬ 
tions of United States labor 
law stemming primarily 
from last April's five-day 
strike by the players. 

The complaint, filed by the 
NLRB's New York office 
last Tuesday and made pub¬ 
lic by Ihe players’ union 
Monday, charges the league 
and all member clubs, but 
singled out seven teams and 
the league as major viola¬ 
tors. 

Three major areas in the 
17-page complaint cited the 
league for refusing to deal 
with the North American 
Soccer Players Association, 
attempting to undermine the 
union leadership, specifi¬ 
cally .staff director Ed Gar¬ 
vey. and making a change in 
working conditions by ini¬ 
tialing an extended season 
which includes the NA.SL's 
indoor soccer, which was 
scheduled to begin later this 
month. 

Garvey said the complaint 
would go to trial in New York 
City on March 3 before an 
NLRB administrative law 
judge. 

"The owners and the 
league have succeeded thus 
far in making our struggle 
sound like it's a legal issue 
concerning 'whether the 
league-wide bargaining unit 
is appropriate,” Garvey 
said. “The NLRB complaint 
demonstrates the league's 
w illingness to violate Ihe law 
and to threaten and coerce 
Ihe players. 

"They're not just avoiding 
recognition but they are vio¬ 
lating the individual rights 
of players." 

The players association 
won the right to represent 
the players in an election 
conducted by the NLRB in 
August, 1978, but the owners 
have refused to recognize 
Ihe union or begin the collec¬ 
tive bargaining. The players 
went on strike last April 13 in 
an effort to seek recognition 
from the owners. 

The complaint affects 21 of 
the league’s 24 teams. 

Major violators named in 
the complaint in addition to 
Ihe league were Fort Lau¬ 
derdale .Strikers, with 12 
separate charges; California 
.Surf, with nine violations; 
and San Diego Sockers, with

didale for plasses. 

But that is no lonper a 
curse, rile "four-eyed " 
monster is dead. 

The pood news for kids 
is that with today s new 
liphlweipht sl\4»;s in 
frames desipned espe 
cialiy for children's 
faces, pettinp plasses can 
be fun. That is. if a parent 
takes the riphi ap¬ 
proach. 

"The important Ihinp 
Is the imape that plasses 
make, how they look and 
how people look at 
them. " sa.vsoptician Dan 
Deutsch of .Manhattan 
Beach's Optical Outlook. 

He relates the story of 
a younpster who came 
into his shop sayinp that 
she didn't want plasses. 
In this particular case, 
Deutsch selected liphl 
frames in soft pastel 
colors for the child and 
pul her name on the lens, 
below her line of vision. 
The little pirl was de- 
liphled. he says. 

"We have taken some- 
thinp that is a stipma and 
made it into somethinp 
that is fun. We made the 
plasses so attractive that 
the other kids would want 
to have the same thinp." 
he says. 

".Since the child ni-eds 
the plasses and you can't 
supervise his wearinp 
them all the time, you 
want to make sure he will 
wear them on his own." 

There are some basic 
puidelines Deutsch feels 
parents should know be¬ 
fore purcbasinp chil¬ 
dren's plasses. 

I’erhaps the most im¬ 
portant thinp is to realize 
how much this experi¬ 
ence is poinp to mean to 
the child in terms of how 
he views himself. It is 
important that the 
plasses Rive him a posi¬ 
tive self-imape. 

With that in mind, don't 
make this purchase in a 
hurry. Pick the optical 
establishment carefully. 

Deutsch advises you to 
"po where the person 
.sellinp the plasses can 
relate to the ape proup of 
the child. 

"I'hen lake lime and 
care in selecting a frame. 
Don't sell the child short. 
Take into account that 
children are somewhat

indecisive and can't 
make up their minds. " 

Kemember it is Ibe 
child's pair of plasses, 
and all is lost if he hates 
them and won't wear 
them. 

Deutsch sa.vs, "Del the 
child be as much a part of 
the eyeglass decision¬ 
making process as pos¬ 
sible. 

"If .vou do. he'll lake 
more pride in ownership, 
it wili reflect his own 
taste, and the bottom line 
is he'll take belter care of 
them." 

The reason selection is 
so critical, Deutsch sa.vs. 
is "at the end of two 
years, shoes will be worn 
out. different outfits will 
be outprown, bi^t the 
plasses slay the same. " 

He gives some specific 
things to rememberwhen 
picking the frames. 
"Most children have a 
small face, .so it is the 
worst Ihinp in the world 
to put dark frames on 
them. Because the only 
thing you will sec is the' 
frames—a dark pair of 
glasses staring back at 
\ou. 

•'Keep away from 
heavy-lookin); bridges. If 
possible pet liphl-colored 
frames. If not. at least 
pet ligbt-colored bridges. 
That gives the face more 
width so that the plasses 
do not cramp the face."

for the frames to flare 
out a little beneath the 
bridge. A cut-out portion 
on the bridge also gives a 
lighter look. A pood rule 
of thumb, he feels, is sim¬ 
plicity, an uncluttered 
look. 

If you are looking at 
plastic frames, a piMid 
frame material is Optyl. 
he says, because it is 
very li);bt and comes in 
tight skin tone colors.

A good feature avail¬ 
able in children's frames 
is spring hirtges. These 
are great for kids be¬ 
cause they lake a lot 
of abuse and spring bark 
into the right adjust¬ 
ment. 

If the child Is athletic, 
an elastic band may be a 
pood idea, or youxan 
purchase frames wnh a 
"comfort cable " built in. 
which wraps all the way 
behind the ear and acts 
like a band. 

After you've selected 
the frames, you must de ¬ 
cide on glass or plastic 
lenses. Plastic is III per 
cent liphlei than glass. 
Deutsch points out. and 
weight is important in 
children's plasses. 

This is especially true 
in high, or .strong, pre¬ 
scriptions. He sa.vs, "I 
strongly recommend 
using plastic lenses be¬ 
cause the stronger the 
prescription is. the hea 
vier the gla.ss will be-. The 
disadvantage of pla.stic is 
that It does scratch ea¬ 
sier than glass." 

But Deutsch sa.vs he 
has found that "by tbe 
time plasses arc 
scratebed to the point 
where they arc non-us 
able, often the prescrip 
tion will have changed by 
then anyway."

PAIIIS — .lean-Louis Scherrer. a comparative 
newcomer to the haute couture fraternity, has 
become such a sensation among Paris designers and 
the press that as one French writer observed, 
"viewing his collection is 'Te Citierre' " 

The w ar it is. The tall, thin designer, who started 
in the fashion design business 111 .vears ago with 
Mare Bohan, later with Max Factor, opened his 
Paris salon at .71 Avenue .Montaigne three years ago. 
Since that lime he has become one of the most 
recognized couturiers in Paris, including designer 
for France's first lady. Mine. Valery Giscard d'Ks- 
taing. His fans, relatives and co workers become a 
mob scene wherever he goes. (Sinatra would have 
been envious.)

Meanwhile, Scherrer's designs—glamorous, 
feminine and eleganl-^are sought after by ladies 
from Paris. New York, Los Angeles,'Atlanta, Dal¬ 
las.

A wmil plaid suit trimmed in black velvet is 
shown with black suede high heel pumps, gloves, a 
small black velvet hat and boa.

Couple lost in wedding 
pause to get acquainted 


TORONTO (CP) — In the dizzyinp rush of weddinp_ 
plans and the thrill of beinp enpaped. Andrew and' 
Barbara Walker found they had lost touch with each 
otherr 

Needinp to reaffirm their feelinps. the couple en¬ 
rolled in a marriage preparation course and became 
reacquainJed. 

"We were into the whole wedding bit rather than the 
marriage per se until we started taking the course." 
recalls Mrs. Walker, 24. 

"It's such a big thrill being engaged and then, all of 
a sudden, you're strangers for a while. And you begin to 
think, 'I’m going to spend the rest of my life with you',’' 
The counselling impressed me with the seriousness of 
marriage. . ." 

The Walkers are Roman Catholic and, like all 
couples who want a church wedding, were advised 
strongly by their priest to participate in pre marital 
counselling. 

THK CHOK E was theirs but in a mixed marriage. 
Cannon law would have required them to lake the 
course or be denied a church wedding. 

"Between 90 and 95 per cent of priests will make a 
couple go through a course before they agree to marry 
them In church." says Rev. Thomas Dove, director of 
the Catholic Information Centre. 

"Some priests won't give’ them a marriage date 
unless they return with a certificate that they took it." 

The centre has doubled to 11 the number of mar¬ 
riage preparation programs it offers each year. About 
75 couples attend the five-week series which covers 
topics such as communication, sexuality and the Catho¬ 
lic outlook on marriage. 


But Father Dove, the program's co-ordinator, ac¬ 
knowledges that a couple cannot be prepared fully for 
marriage in five weeks, 

"It isn't going to make someone who is childish 
mature but at least it can point out the kinds of 
problems a relationship will run into," he says. 

% 

AN AD-HOC committee of Anglican. United and Ca¬ 
tholic clergy has recommended that when both partners 
are younger than 20, they must lake at least three 
marriage preparation seminars as a condition of a, 
church wedding. 

Rev. (ieorge James, a committee member, says the 
eliurch courts also are studying their recommendation 
that engaged ciiuples take a mandatory physical exami¬ 
nation to determine their phy.sical and menial fitness 
for marriage. 

The churches have various counselling procedures. 
The Catholic method follows a lecture-type format 
where priests cover the religious aspects while couples 
affiliated with the church conduct other .seminars. 

THE ANGLICAN church emphasizes group dia¬ 
logue. especially on financial and legal matters. 

But not all clergy favor pre marital counselling. 
Rev. Claude Guldner, a profes.sor of family studies at 
the University of Guelph, believes many engaged cou¬ 
ples are "too starry-eyed" for it to have much affect. 

However, a retient survey of 62 couples by Edward 
Bader, a Toronto family coun.sellor and former priest, 
found that after five .years of marriage, separation was 
Iw ice as high among spouses who did not take pre-mari- 
tal counselling.

Arthritis 
refers .specifically to a vari¬ 
ety (if ailments affecting 


joints only. As doctors learn¬ 
ed more about joint diseases, 
more specific terms, like 
"osteoarthritis" and "rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis." came to 
be used. 

There are indny other ex¬ 
amples In medicine where an 
"old fashioned" term fell 
into disuse as more specific 
knowledge about diseases 
involved came into being.

“Wc can introduce econo¬ 
mics into the system be¬ 
cause revenue sources to 
cover transit deficits will be 
clearfy identified, rather 
than buried in B.C. Hydro 
reports."

picked up by the province 
and 33 1/3 by the local au¬ 
thority. 

The formula provides for 
the sharintt of all costs, in¬ 


cluding capital charges as¬ 
sociated with road b^s and 
rights-of-way. 

Vander Zalm said It was 
the "most generous provin¬ 
cial transit funding formula 
in Canada. " 

The formula al.so permits 
the two metropolitan areas 
of Victoria and Vancouver 
"to use supplementary 
sources of revenue, includ¬ 
ing a gasoline and motive 
fuel lax and an electric 
power charge to cover their 
share of the costs." 

It has been estimated that 
the "transit gas tax" would 
eventually reach three cents 
a gallon. 

In addition to the right to 
levy a gasoline and eleetrie- 
ity lax to pay for iransil. the 
local governments involved 
would also have the right to 
increase properly taxes to 
pay for local transit. 


But Vander Zalm said 
Monday that he didn't expect 
that authority to be exer¬ 
cised, 

"The province will con¬ 
duct a biannual review of the 
revenue sources available 
for financing the municipal 
share of the transit deficits 
with a view to inflation and 
to the fact that local govern¬ 
ments seek to avoid the prop¬ 
erty tax as a source of reve¬ 
nue," he said. 

Vander Zalm promised to 
seek the advice of the two 
region districts and the 
Urban Transit Authority be¬ 
fore appointing directors to 
the metro transit operating 
authority. 

The GVRD finally agreed 
to the new formula two 
weeks ago, and had expected 
ratification of the agfee- 
mcnl at last week's regular 
Thursday cabinet meeting 
held Oct. 25. /\s it turned out, 
that had to wait until last 
Friday morning for the offi¬ 
cial decision made public 
•Monday. 


600 Fraser Valley acres 
head for cabinet ruling 


More than 600 acres of Fraser Valley 
farmland remained in limbo Monday fol¬ 
lowing an ell-day meeting of the Environ¬ 
ment and Land Use Committee. 

The 626 acres were approved for remov¬ 
al from the Agricultural Land Reserve 
in early October after an appeal by the 
landowner. Gloucester Properties Ltd.. 
which wants the land developed as an 
industrial site. 


Later in October, Premier Bennett, or¬ 
dered development plans frozen pending 
reconsideration of its original deeision by 
ELUC. 

Only the provincial cabinet has the au¬ 
thority to order land Into the reserve. 

At that time it was pointed out that while 
ELUC could remove land from the re¬ 
serve, it lacked the authority to put it back 
In. 


Standoff hits Socreds 
as reprimand spurned 


It was a Mexican .standoff 
time in the .Soeial Credit let¬ 
ter-writing caper Monday as 
research worker Ellen 
MacKay politely declined to 
receive a "menial repri¬ 
mand." 

Caucus chairman Jack 
Kempt (Omineca) chatted 
with MacKay on Monday 
morning, the first day the 
25-.vear-old former assistant 
to Jack Kelly had b(>en on the 
job since the phoney letter 


scandal broke into public 
view. 

He told her the caucus had 
instructed him to reprimand 
her in some way and sug¬ 
gested a 30-day suspension 
without pay. 

MacKay told him that such 
a reprimand was not accept¬ 
able because “what I had 
done was authorized and ex¬ 
pected." .She would not say 
who authorized her advice to 
change initials on Ictters- 
to the editor to fool the read¬ 
ers. 

Kempf broke off discus¬ 
sions to get on the telephone 
to as many caucus mem¬ 
bers as possible to ask what 
his next move should be. As 
of late Monday, he didn't 
have enough replies to re¬ 
sume discu.ssions. 

Her former superior, 
Kelly, has already resigned 
for his part in the dirty- 
tricks affair which has pla¬ 
gued the .Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment for the past 
month.

1 ( is about tinu‘ now to laku another 
I(K»k at those gladiolus bulbs we du^ up 
earlier in the* fall. If they have been 
driud off and ripened pnrperly. thev 
should be about ready to be cleaned 
jup. dusted and moved into cooler stor 
aK»‘. 

If y(»u remember, at lifiin^i lime I 
recommended that the tops be cut 
down close to the bulb, and tiu' bulbs 
stored temporarily in a w ann place, in 
shallow boxes or trays, until the dry 
inj* and ripening* prot esses are com 
pleted. 

My bulbs have been sittinti on m> 
work bench in our cos> furnace nMuii. 
around 27 decrees C. umiplele with 
roots, spawn, dirt and all. as I never 
b<ither much about cleaninj* them at 
di«Kin« time. 

The only treatment they rc'ceived 
was to be sloshed up and down in a 
bucket of disinfectant to kill off anv 
thrips which miuhl have been bnniKht 
indoors with them and to {.^uard 
auainsi various gladiolus rot diseases. 
I use Jeyes Fluid, an ICnjilish disinfec¬ 
tant. when I can tiei it. otherwise I 
substitute Dettol. which has a similar 
formula. The solution is 2 Ibsps. per 
(J-quart bucket of water, and this pre 
cautionary shjshinu is done just before 
the tops are cut off. 

During this pericKl <if drvin^ and 
ripeninu in the warmth, a curious 
chanue lakes place within the tissues 
of the bulb. .\ layer of cork like cells

forms on the surface, particularly on 
the base of the new bulb, and whdn this 
process is completed, the withen*d 
last year’s bulb can be iw isled off \v ith 
very little effort. 

To my way of thinkinji. the clean up 
( bore on the ylad bulbs is one of the 
most enjoyable and satislvin^* of a!! 
the indoor, off-season jobs in garden 
in«. 

Seyled down comfortable on a stool 
at my workbench in the furnace room, 
with a jiood li^ht overhead and all tin* 
necessary materials close to hand. 1 
fee! like old Kinj* Midas himself as 1 
K'loat over the j»olden bulb harvest 
from my Kladiolus patch, 

The clean-up job is simple enouuh. 
.fust twist off the old. spi'ni bulb from 
the bottom of the new one and discard 
it. If it doesn't coim* away easily and 
all in one piece, it is a pretty sure si^^n 
that the curing: and ripening process 
isn't finished, and the bulbs had belter 
remain in the warmth for another 
week, then try apain. In my yiiunjter 
days, I broke many a finj^ernail iryinj.; 
to pry tild and new bulbs apart before 1 
learned this simple rule. 

Now peel away the weatherbeaten 
outer skin, and your new bulb emeri»es 
in ail its jtolden. shiminerinu Iwautv. 
Set these aside in a < lean box. 

The old dried roots, spent bulbs, 
oulei; skin and other rubbish are best 
burnt or otherwise disposed ot in some 
sanitary way. as we had a lot of thrips 


and rot disguises on ^dadiiilus la^l sum 
nier. 

.\s each bulb is cleaned, it should 
i»el another squirt of burden dust, or if 
vou prefer, rub the bulb all over in a 
dish of common yellow sulpher. This 
lime, pay special attention to the 
lU'wly exposed root scar where the old 
bulb was twisted off. for this is just 
like a fresh wound — wide open to 
infection, 

Durinji the cleaning, eadi bulb is 
wlviui a jienlle squeeze, and anv ihai 
fee! at all soft to the touch are sent to 
the post mortem table to be cut open. 

'ijhese are usually found to be in 
fected with brown n»f — a brown. 
<(»rkv core runnin;^ throne'll the bulb 
from lop to bottom — and such disease 
carriers are consigned to the incinera 
lor before they can spread trouble to 
the healthy bulbs. 

l-'or storinj* small quantities of 
jiladiolus bulbs, 1 have yet to find 
anything more convenient than old 
nylon stockings hun;^ from tin* rafters 
in a very cool corner of the basement. 
I'or larger quantities, onion sacks of 
open mesh netting’ serve verv well 

Ideally. thi‘ slorat^e. temp(*rature 
should be around di'jiives V. al 
Ihouuh a few dejirees one way or 
another isn't yoin^* to make too much 
difference. The main thinji.is i<j keep 
them cool enough to In/ld them back, 
preveniinu pnunaiure sprouiiim.

Nuclear bombs for all 
route to peace—^Amin 


PARIS (UPl) — Deposed CKandan 
diclalor Idi Amin# inlerviewed in 
Libya by a French magazine reporter, 
says the best way to achieve world 
peace is to make low-priced atomic 
weapons available to all countries. 

In the copyrighted article in Le Fi- 
Karo, Amin also said he has eaten 
human flesh and feels complimented 
when he is compared to Adolf Hitler. 

He admitted he had tortured politi¬ 
cal enemies and said he planned to 
return to Upanda, the country he kept 
under a reipn of terror until Tanzanian 
troops invaded and toppled him earlier 
this year. 

The interview was conducted by Le 
Fiuaro reporter Demetrio CaKampan. 
who spoke with Amin for three hours 
— and then was promptly arrested by 
Libyan secret service agents as he 
left Amin's exile residence. 

Cagampan. who al.so is a Phillipines 
businessman, was kept in a military 
prison for 15 days before he was 
allowed to leave the country. 

On the prospects of world peace, 
Amin said non-agression could be at¬ 


tained only when all countries have 
power to destroy one another. . 

“1 propose getting rid of convention¬ 
al armaments and replacing them 
with reasonably priced atomic and 
hydrogen bombs that would be disl^- 
buted equally throughout the world." 
the former dictator was quoted as 
saying. 

"Only when one nation fears another 
can mutual respect between nations be 
truly attained." 

Amin denied he praetised canni¬ 
balism but said he had lasted human 
flesh. 

He said he was raptured by canni 
bals in Uganda while serving as a 
sergeant in the British army. 

T was forced to eat human flesh 
with .some of the other English sol¬ 
diers. We risked being killed if we 
refused," Amin said. 

"The taste of human flesh," he 
added, "surpasses all de.scription." 

On the subject of Hitler, to whom he 
has often been compared, Amin said 
he regarded the comparison as a 
compliment. 


“It’s a compliment in the .sense that 
Hitler dominated the world despite his 
difficult start and a physical handicap. 
1 have nothing againat Hitler bt>cau.se 
he wished to fight the war to unify 
Europe," Amin said. 

Amin also was asked about news 
reports detailing torture chambers 
found in his palace. 

"They’re true,” he said. "Conform¬ 
ing to the laws of war, we had to kill 
.several of my advisers who had colla¬ 
borated with the enemy. But these 
traitors were only about a dozen. In 
fact, it was my enemies who carried 
the cadavers into my palace. It was 
they who strangled«and stripped them 
to provoke world indignation against 
me," 

Amin said news reports had also 
over estimated the amount of money 
he has in Swiss banks and he chided 
newspapers for the photographs they 
published of him. 

"They always selected the worst 
photos- which made me look like an 
over-fed monkey,” Amin said.

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A1 Capp follows LVl Abner into memory 


CAMBRIDGE, MASS. 
(UI'l) — Al.Capp, 70. the 
cartoonist who created the 
Li'l Abner comic strip and 
for 43 years fiiled it with 
memorable characters and 
caustic comment, died XJon- 
day after a lengthy illness. 


Attorney Alvin Hochberp 
said the cartoonist died at 
7:40 p.m. in Mount Auburn 
Hospital in Cambridpe. He 
had retired two years apo 
because of ill health. 

Capp had been in hospi¬ 
tal for several weeks and 
was no lonper buoyed by 
the wit that brouphtsmiles to 
penerations of comics fans, 
Hochberp said. 


• I'M AFRAID that at the 
end he was quite sick and 
depressed,” the attorney 
said. 


Hochberp said doctors at 
Mount Auburn had not yet 
specified the cause of Capp's 
death. Capp is survived by 
his wife, Catherine, two chil¬ 
dren and eipht prandchil- 
dren. 

Stuffed shirts were Capp’s 
meat and the e,stablishment 
his potatoes. Liberals 
ploried in his wild imapina- 
tion until they woke up one 
incredible morninp in the 
Vietnam era and found him 
attackinp them. 

CAPP HAD satirized doc 
tors, lawyers, Indian chiefs, 
-psychiatrists, politicians, 
cops and crooks. Wanderinp 
Ihrouph this minefield was 
the hillbilly innocent with the 
bib overalls and bip shoes, 
Li'l Abner. 

Capp retired the strip in 
1977, and pone were those 
characters Capp named with 
a Dickensian pift for imap- 
ery—those madcair hay¬ 
seeds from poverty level

Capp’s characters and 
their capers bepan ticklinp 
the nation's funnybone when 
it needed it the most, in the 
Depression America of the 
1930s.

• J. Roarinpham Fat- 
back, the pork tycoon and 
prototypic rich man who had 
Doppatch moved because it 
cast a shadow on his break¬ 
fast epp; 

• Katback’s arch-ene¬ 
mies. the lovable little 
schmoo, a bewhiskered 
bowlinp pin of a creature 
who lived only to be a friend 
^la man and whom Falback 
Anouphl a threat to the capi¬ 
talist system. Schmoos laid 
both bottled Grade A milk 
and packaped Jresh epps. 
Broiled, they lasted like sir¬ 
loin. and Jried, like chicken. 
With.Schmoos, nobody had to 
work. Too much for Fat- 
back! He orpanized 
"schmooicidc squads " and 
almost wiped them out. 


hiph school and collepe stu¬ 
dents on the first Saturday in 
November. 

• Li'l Abner's pirlfriend. 
the virtuous and voluptuous 
Daisy Mae, his Ignp-suffer- 
inp inamorata whose status 
in 1910 produced KOO letters a 
week, demandinp the two 
marry.

ALTHOUGH it was not 
penerally known. Capp w as a 
man so chock full of ideas 
that he was the prey emi¬ 
nence behind yet another 
popular strip.

But he ran out of 
ideas in 1977, 

Li'l Abner became more of 
a job than a joy for the 
chain-smokinp Capp as em- 
ph.vsema sucked his brpaih 
and his voice wheezed from 
a rasp into a whisper at the 
end of lonp sentences. 

"For over 10 .vears, we 
did the funniest .strip in the 
world, but lately I wasn't 
pivinp it enouph. The edpe 
just wasn't there anymore. 


FIditors sensed that, too, just 
as readers did." Capp said 
then. 

L/’L AB.VER made its 
debut in eipht newspapiTs in 
1931, carried first by L'niled 
Features, which paid Capp 
$50 a week and apreed to run 
it unaltered. One syndicate 
bipwip wanted a disbelievinp 
Capp to move Doppatch to 
suburban Connecticut. An¬ 
other said it wouldn't play 
the piney woods below the 
Mason-Dixon 

By the time l.i'l Abner 
hit its stride in the 19.50s— 
and the .South was where 
it pot its warmest recep¬ 
tion—it was in 500 news¬ 


papers with a combined cir¬ 
culation of 27 million, and 
Capp was makinp $500,000 a 
.vear. 

Some considered the strip 
literature and its author a 
latter day Jonathan Sw ift. It 
infuriated critics like Dr. 
Frederic VVertham, who said 
schmoos were nothinp more 
than "a solution to human 
problems on the same spuri¬ 
ous level as Nietzsche's su¬ 
perman or the Superman of 
the comic books." 

.\ BRI iUN complained in 
lillti when a schmoo se¬ 
quence ran in the London 
Sunday Pictorial. Said R E. 
Wilkinson. "The schmoos 


are encourapinp the very 
characteristics that are 
ruining (his coun 
try . . . lazy-mindedness 
and the' deliberate pursuit 
of everythinp that is slov¬ 
enly and American.” 

Born Alfred Gerald Ca¬ 
plin in New Haven. Conn., 
on .Sept. 28, 1909, Capp was a 
skylarkinp 12-year-old boy 
when he lost his balance on 
an ice truck and fell under a 
trolley. His left lep was am 
putated. 

".A guy wilh»a wooden 
lep is the most visible piiy 
in the world as a teenager.'

Assassin acted alone 
— Park death report 


SEOUL. South Korea 
(L'l’l) — Intelligence chief 
Kim Jae-kyu assassinated 
President Park Chung-hee in 
the "megalomaniacal be¬ 
lief” that he was better 
qualified for the presidency 
and without support of the 
army or foreign interests, a 
final government investiga¬ 
tion report said Tuesday. 

"Neither the military nor 
any other organization was 
involved in this incident. And 
there was no manipulation 
b.v foreign influence either,” 
the report said. 

KIM, DIRECTOR of the 
powerful Korean Central In¬ 
telligence Agency (KCIA). 
former Chief Presidential 
Secretary Kim Kae-won and 
five KCIA members who 
served as a killer squad for 
their boss were the only per¬ 
sons involved in the murder 
of Park, the report said. 

A military investigation 
team that released the re¬ 
port said Kim Jae-kyu bepan 
planning the assassination in 
June out of a "megalomani- 
cal belief that he was best 
qualified to be the chief ex¬ 
ecutive. 

"Distrusted by the presi¬ 
dent. and involved in a feud 
with the chief presidential 
bodyguard, and driven by 
fear for the loss of his job 
and reckless ambition for 
power, he came to a conclu¬ 
sion that if he pet rid of the 
president and the chief 
presidential bodyguard and 
effectively manipulated 
military leaders he could 
succeed in his bid to seize 
power, and pushed his 
scheme." the report said. 

TO CARRY out his plot. 
Kim invited Gen. Chung 
Seng-hwan, -army chief of 
staff and now martial law 
commander, to his private 
office about 1.50 feet away 
from the KCIA annex where 
Park was killed, the report 
said. 

Park was shot to death 
along with his chief body¬ 
guard Cha Ji-chul and four 
other presidential security 
force members Oct. 26 at a 
dinner set up by the KCIA 
chief. 

The investigation report, 
announced at a news confer¬ 
ence, said the chief presiden¬ 
tial bod.vguard told Kim at 
about 4 p.m., on the day of 
the shooting, that the presi¬ 
dent was coming to the KCIA 


annex dining room for din¬ 
ner. 

FIVE MINUTES after he 
got the call from Cha. Kim 
called Gen. Chung and Kim 
Junp-sup, a member of the 
KCIA. inviting them to a 
separate dinner, the report 
said. 

At 5 p.m.. Kim was at the 
scene of the murder waiting 
for Park'sarrival. Kim Kae- 
won. the chief of staff at the 
Blue House, the presidential 
mansion, came ahead of the 
president at 5:10 p.m. 

While waiting for Park, 
the chief presidential secre¬ 
tary told the KCIA head that 
the "chief bodyguard is inso¬ 
lent and causing a lot of 
headache with his attempts 
to interfere in everything." 
according to the report. 

THE KCIA head told Kim 
Kae-won. "he is a bip prob¬ 
lem. and I plan to finish him 
tonight." the report said. 
The chief presidential .secre¬ 
tary nodded his con.sent. it 
said. Kim shot the chief 
presidential bodyguard and 
then stood up and fired at the 
president, the report said. 
The chief presidential body¬ 
guard who was not armed, 
was hit in the wrist and fled 
into a toilet. 

The defence minister and 
the army chief of staff de¬ 
cided to arrest the KCIA 
chief based on Kim Kac- 
won's word. Gen. Chung re¬ 
turned to his headquarters 
and ordered a troop move¬ 
ment In the capital area. 

At 11:10 p.m.. the army 
chief ordered the command¬ 
er of the army security 
forces and the provost mar¬ 
shal to arrest Kim Jae-kyu. 

MEANWHILE, the cabi¬ 
net members decided to pro¬ 
claim martial law only after 
confirming the death of the 
president. All went to the 
army hospital where they 
were'told by the hospital 
director at 1:20 a.m. that the 
president was dead. 

The investigation report 
said 111 persons had been 
interrogated in addition to 
the sev;en men. Seventy- 
eight have been freed while 
33 have been picked up "for 
reference.” 

The martial Law Com¬ 
mand said that in view of the 
gravity of the incident. Kim 
Jae-k.vu and his group will be 
tried in public by military 
courts. 


THE REPORT was issued 
the day after the major op¬ 
position party openly de¬ 
manded abolition of the cur¬ 
rent constitution and called 
for direct popular elections 
to choose a successor to 
Park. 


.South Korea's parliament 
met for the first time since 
Park's assassination Oct. 26 
and the pro-government ma¬ 
jority promptly rejected the 
resignations submitted by 
all 69 opposition lawmakers 
to protest the Oct. I parlia¬ 
mentary expulsion of their 
leader, Kim Young-sam.

"Because of the high inter¬ 
est rates it is highly unlikely 
the mills will keep much in 
the way of inventory,” he 
said.

parks are open for business. .At the end of the 
season they suggest the camps should be closed and 
gates locked. 

(iOVERNMENT PARK.S should be staffed at 


all times to reduee vandalism and ensure collection 
of lees. 

And. the group says, the provincial government 
vhoiild concenirale on providing a natural park-like 
atmosphere for a rest area and for day usi' only , 
locking the gates at a designated tinii' in (he 
evening. 

"If you agree with us please support us. Collec¬

It was causing a great 
deal of concern, particularly

Love-hate duty free issue hovers over city

Victoria's love-hate relationship with free port and duty 
free store proposals could be about to hot up again. 

Depending on how the cards arc played, the city might 
win or lo.se a tourist fortune. 

It's an affair which has .stretched from at least 1937 
when the federal government was asked without suc¬ 
cess to declare Victoria a duty free port. 

■Some would contend the debate, which has waxed and 
waned over the years, dates from 1860 when Governor 
James Douglas proclaimed Victoria a free port. 

there; is .some doubt whether the proclamation 
could .still be implemented under law today but the statute 
books might be wonh another dusting. 

This time the catalyst could be an all too familiar 
threat from the mainland. 

It is expected mainland interests will be quick to 
set up! a duty free complex at the Blaine border crossing into 
W'ashington. 

THE REASON IS THAT THE federal government lifted 
its prohibition of duty free shops for road travellers two 
weeks ago. Previously duty free stores had only been al- 
lovved at airports. 

The result could be a loss in tourism revenue for Van¬ 
couver Island to the land route back to the United 
Stales for the hordes of travellers each year. 


.Should Victoria capitalize on its tourist magnetism and 
go duty free itself? 

THERE IS BELIEVED TO BE only one duty free shop 
operating in this area and that is seasonal—a duly free shop 
on board the Victoria-Scattle ferry Princess .Marguerite. 

The Margucriteis resting up in Victoria Harbor after a 
hectic summer. She is'not expected back on the route till 
May, if at all, as the 31-year-old vessel is too costly to up¬ 
date. 

A free port was last seriously proposed in 1960 when 
it was feared Mainland busine.ssmen were about to set up 
a duty free store at Blaine. 

A FORMER VICTORIA MAYOR. Claude L. Harrison 
saw it as one way to forestall the undercutting of Victoria as 
a tourist attraction. 

But the flak was heavy from the then mayor Percy 
•.Scurrah who saw the free port proposal as dangerous. 
He predicted it would virtually wipe out "tourist row ” 
in Government Street, tumble rental values in the area 
and eventually hurt ratepayers. 

The free port proposal died along with the feared 
Blaine duty free shop but Vancouver Island flirted with the 
idea again in 1962. 

THISTIME A Dl'TY FREE store was set up in Sidney by 
Duty E'ree .Stores Ltd., and it had American tourists flocking 
to snap up bargains 20 to 30 per cent cheaper than in Vic¬ 
toria stores. 


Downtown busine.ssmen feared the worst but some even¬ 
tually went duty free in a limited way themselves 

Non-Canadian customers ordered their bargains from 
samples at the stores and had them mailed on, collect¬ 
ing a customs clearance en route. 

BUSINESS BOOMED, PARTICULARLY at Sidney, but 
the bubble burst a couple of years later when the United 
.States changed its law to insist duty free items had to 
accompany returning travellers. 

The Sidney store, which had been dealing through an 
Ontario bonded warehouse, applied to the federal gov¬ 
ernment for a permit to establish its own warehouse 
but was declined and went out of business. 

And there the issue has rested until renewed interest 
sparked by the federal change of heart on roadside 
duty free .stores. 

THE MANAGER OF THE GREATER Victoria Cham 
her of Commerce, Brian Small, said Monday a marketing 
study would have to be done by interested parties to see if a 
duty free venture was viable. 

He predicted practical difficulties for such a venture 
hinging on the no reservationgjolicy on U.S. bound ferries. 
A traveller could not guarantee he would make a cer¬ 
tain sailing, and collection of his duly free goods could be 
awkward. 

"A lot of people have called for a duty free store in 
Victoria for a number of years. If it is practical and 
viable then perhaps we should be in it," .Small said. 


ONE ‘TOURLST ROW REITAILER. the operations 
manager for a chain of Canadiana souvenir stores, Nicholas 
Jones, thought going duly free in Victoria was a "great " 
idea. 

"Something like that would be very good for Vic¬ 
toria,’’ be said. 

Jones added that collection and delivery problems could 
be overcome because "everything like that has a bit of 
honesty involved." 

JUDGING BY THE SUCCESS of other border duty free 
ventures, he thought the Vietora idea would be viable. 

One man who was at the heart of the ice-breaking 
1962 duty free experiment at Sidney is not so sure. 

Ainslie Helmcken, the original manager of that .Sid¬ 
ney store, said .Monday that costs might rule out a duly 
free bid. 

NOW THE CITY ARC'HIVLST, he said such a store would 
have to be right where it could deliver and would need a 
customs bonded warehouse. 

, Escalation since the Sidney store meant that in his 
mind a duty free proposal would lose out on grounds of 
high costs. 

But can Victoria take a chance that any Blaine pro¬ 
posal will not detract from its tourist revenue? 

Thai's the question which hovers as once again Vic¬ 
toria has to decide whether to love or to hate-those two 
words—duty free.

Judge hands out 
jail alternative 
with misgivings 


A 26-,vear-old man with an 
adult and juvenile criminal 
record for property offences 
was given a suspended sen¬ 
tence and three .vears' pro¬ 
bation in Victoria County- 
Court Monday. 

"I hope you realize what a 
very narrow escape you've 
had, " Judge E.J.C. .Stewart 
told Bruce William Shinnan, 
adding that he had serious 
misgivings about the sen¬ 
tence. 

But the judge said he 
would always adopt an alter- 
. native to jail if it was an 
acceptable alternative. 

.Shinnan pleaded guilty- 
earlier to car theft in Saan¬ 
ich March 9, 1978, and two 
counts of possession of sto¬ 
len car parts. 

"You have only yourself to 
blame if the police keep a 
pretty- close look on your ac¬ 
tivities from time to time." 
Stewart said. 

Shinnan was ordered, as a 
condition of his probation, to 
report any- change of address 
or employment. He was also 


told that any violation of the 
Motor Vehicle Act would be a 
breach of probation. 

Stewart said it must be 
wry apparent that the case 
had given him considerable 
difficulty. He postponed sen¬ 
tencing twice last Week, 
commenting the first time 
that this was caused by im¬ 
pressive and persuasive sub¬ 
missions by defence coun¬ 
sel Patrick Sweeney. 

Sweeney- said .Shinnan's 
adult criminal record was 
between 19711 and 1973, and 
that he had changed his li¬ 
festyle. settled down and 
was steadily employed. 

When Shinnan appeared 
in court Friday, he was or¬ 
dered detained in custody 
until sentencing Monday, 

Also in county court Mon¬ 
day, Stewart issued a bench 
warrant for the arrest of 
Edward Joseph Moore, 21. 
who failed to appear for his 
trial on three charges of 
breaking and entering and 
theft, two charges of posses¬ 
sion of stolen property and 
one charge of uttering. 


Firm challenges 
switch at Blair 


Belvedere Estates Ltd. 
went into B.C. Supreme 
Court Monday to challenge a 
bylaw- which switched the 
zoning of 1.5 acres in Gordon 
Head to single-family resi¬ 
dential from limited com¬ 
mercial. 

I'he company's lawyer, 
Terry- O'Grady, told Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Victor Dryer that the 
zoning change at the north¬ 
west corner of Blair and 
Larchw(H)d was discrimina¬ 
tory. unreasonable and done 


in bad faith by Saanich coun¬ 
cil. 

He said ithe change was 
economic downzoning, iiF 
terms of value. 

The property was com¬ 
mercially zoned for 13 years. 
The proposal by Belvedere 
Estates Ltd. to build a 30.- 
nOO-.sqOare-foot office-retail 
complex encountered strong 
opposition from residents in 
the Blair Park neighbor¬ 
hood.

Arson rate rise 
alarms insurers 


Arson has increased 208 
per cent in the last decade 
and is becoming an alarming 
.national problem, according 
(o the Insurance Bureau of 
Canada. 

Don Boynton, speaking for 
the bureau's public relations 
representative in Vancou¬ 
ver. said Monday the B.C. 
rate was significantly 
higher. The national ratio 
for deliberately-set fires is 
one out of seven. The B.C. 
ratio is one in every four, 

Boynton said the head of 
the Canadian Fire Chiefs 
Association, chief Ron Hor- 
rocks of Halifax, would be 
visiting the West Coast next 
weekend and would be in 
Victoria to meet with media 
representatives only. 

Horrocks is a representa¬ 
tive for the national Arson 
Alarm program, a public¬ 
awareness project jointly 
sponsored by the Insurance 
Crime Prevention Bureaux 
and the Canadian Fire 
Chiefs Association. 


In 1978, the estimated fi¬ 
nancial loss nationally- was 
$t‘25 million in 7,600 arson 
incidents. Provincially, it 
was $17.5 million in 1,100 in¬ 
cidents.

Chopping committees - 
attacked as backward 


A Saanich council proposal to eliminate 
committees and switch to a council-man¬ 
ager form of administration wouid be a 
backward step, in the opinion of the Cordo¬ 
va Bay As.sociation for Community Af¬ 
fairs. 

Association president Eric Robinson 
commended council Monday for consider¬ 
ing revised management procedures, but 
said his board of directors viewed with 
concern one aspect of the changes discus¬ 
sed by aldermen. 

Any revision in procedure which would 
reduce public acce.ss ^o council memlwrs 
or w hich would make input to their deliber¬ 
ations difficult would be a backward step, 
he said. 

Robinson said committee meetings pro¬ 
vided useful opportunities for exchange 
of ideas, and anv alternative system which 


offered less would be of mutual disad. 
vantage to both council and residents of 
Saanich. 

Council visited Burnaby last month to 
view the system in that municipalUy, 
and also attended a council meeting in 
Victoria, which uses a similar System. 

The system favored by some Saanich 
aldermen would sec committees elimi¬ 
nated and replaced by a council meeting 
every week of the year, with-the muni 
cipal manager as kingpin. 

But some .Saanich aldermen see the 
elimination of commiMees as robbing Iheiii 
of an opportunily for a less formal ex 
change of ideas with the public. 

Council’s finance committee is current¬ 
ly studying staff reports and is expected 
to make its recommendation to council 
later this month. 


School bus taker hunted 


Colwood RCMP were still looking Monday for whoever 
broke into Dunsmuir junior secondary school early Sat¬ 
urday morning and made off with an electric guitar, using 
a 24-passcnger school bus as a getaway car. 

•’We’re treating it as a typical break-in and joy ride," an 
RCMP spokesman said Monday night. 

Whoever it was had second thoughts about whether the 
stolen booty was worth all the effort. 

The bus was found undamaged on a residential 
side street several blocks from the school. The guitar 
was inside the bus.

Atomic close call revealed in east England

OMAHA. Neb.— Only 
"tremendous heroism, 
good fortune and the will 
of God " averted a nu¬ 
clear accident that could 
have made a “desert " of 
parts of eastern England 
2:i .vears ago, the Omaha 
World IliTiild reported 
Monday. 

The newspaper, in a 
eopv right story, said a 


fire touched off by the 
crash of a U.S. bomber 
threatened a building 
containing three atom 
bombs. 

In Washington, a Pen¬ 
tagon spokesman de¬ 
clined lo comment on the 
report. 

rhe newspapersaid the 
government of then 
' prime minister Anthony 
Eden concealed from the 
British public the fact 


that U.S. atomic bombs 
were being stockpiled in 
Britain. 

It said it pieced the 
story together from lim¬ 
ited information in offi¬ 
cial records and from in¬ 
terviews with military 
personnel familiar with 
the incident. None of the 
sources was quoted by 
name. 

The World-Horald said 
a U.S. .Strategic Air Com¬ 


mand B-17 bomber sta¬ 
tioned in England 
crashed during a prac¬ 
tice flight at the Royal 
Air Force .Station at La 
keheath. a village 78 
miles northeast of Lon¬ 
don. 

The crash touched off a 
fire that threatened a 
storage building contain¬ 
ing three atom bombs. 
The bombs—of the Mark 
VI type — were highly 


sensitive to heat and con¬ 
siderably more powerful 
than those used at Hiro¬ 
shima and Nagasaki. 

Had the flames deton¬ 
ated the TNT used as the 
trigger for the bombs, a 
disaster could have en¬ 
sued, the newspaper 
said. 

The World Hcrald said 
the possibility of a nu¬ 
clear explosion was re¬ 
mote. but the possibility 


of a geyser of radioactive 
material — potentially 
more serious than the 
Three Mile Island mis¬ 
hap in Pennsylvania — 
was very real. 

A retired air force 
major-general who was 
in the United Kingdom at 
the lime of the accident 
told the Wurld-llerald 
that, had the TNT been 
detonated by the heat: “It 
is possible that a part of

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Medicare reversal 
if needed-minister 


Orr.AW A (CP) — Health 
Minister David Crombic said 
Monday he w ill if necessary 
change provincial financing 
arrangements and bring the 
management of medicare 
back into federal hands. 

Crombie told a conference 
on medicare sponsored by 
the Canadian Labor Con¬ 
gress he would “find ways to

Labor joins campaign 
to salvage care plan 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Canadian Ubor 
Congress promised a tough but dedicated 
struggle Monday as labor and social 
groups prepared a national campaign to 
save medicare. 

Dennis McDermott, president of the 2.3- 
million-member congress, told a medicare 
conference it was time for consumers lo 
organize lo save the health-care .system 
they had worked so hard to win in the first 
place. 

"We must generate such pressure that 
the federal and offending provincial gov¬ 
ernments will not dare to ignore our medi¬ 
care objectives." 

The conference, called SOS Medicare, 
was designed to kick off a labor and con¬ 
sumer movenjent to put pressure on gov¬ 
ernments lo repair the ailing health-care 
plan. 

The congress outlined a program lo im¬ 
prove medicare in April during the fed¬ 
eral election campaign. 


But Monday, members of groups such 
as the National Farmers’ Union, the Cana¬ 
dian Chamber of Commerce and organiza¬ 
tions repre.senting six different churches 
joined again in calling for an end to extra 
billing for medical services and an expan¬ 
sion of current services to include dental 
care and drugs, • 

" Doctors or hospitals or both in .seven 
provinces now charge more for some 
health services than medicare pays them. 

In 197i', a new financing formula took 
effect which transferred the day-to-day 
administration and authority of the nation¬ 
al health plan to the provinces. 

•Said McDermott: "The provincial 
counterparts of all of our national organi¬ 
zations will have to generate and apply 
intense and hopefully united pressure on 
their respective provincial governments to 
restore to the prc-1977 situation."

OTTAWA (UPC) — The 
federal government has 
signed a "horrendous" 
memorandum of agreement 
with Alberta that will in¬ 
crease domestic oil prices by 
120 percent to $29.75-a-barrel 
by 1983, says New Demo¬ 
cratic Party member Cyril 
Symes. 

Prime Minister Joe Clark 
denied Monday there was 
any final agreement but told 
the House of Commons he 
"expects” provincial and 
federal governments will 
settle on an energy package 
"within the nexr’sevcral 
days." 

"This horrendous Christ¬ 
mas present will cost con¬ 
sumers an extra $700 in 
home heating oil annually 
and drive gas up to a mini¬ 
mum of $1.99 or a possible 
maximum of $2.30 a gallon 
by 1983.” Symes said later. 

The NDP energy critic 
said “reliable sources” told 
him the ""final working 
paper” will be pre.sentcd to 
provincial ministers at a 
Nov. 12 energy meeting. 
Clark is expected to an¬ 
nounce the November meet¬ 
ing shortly. 

Symes said that while he 
did not have a copy of the 
agreement, which he said 
was signed last week, he was 
aware of its contents. 


Ottawa hikes 
savings bond 
rate to 12% 

OTTAWA (CP) The government announced 
Monday night an increase in the yield on Canada 
Savings Bonds by one percentage point to 12 per cent 
in the year to next Nov. 1, the second time rates haye_ 
increased this fall. 

The higher payout applies to the 1979 bonds on sale now 
and to all previous savings bonds for the 1979-80 year 
only. The yield on these savings bonds in future years 
remains at the previousiv fixed 10.3 per cent annual¬ 
ly. 

THE PAYOIT ON THE BONDS was set originally In 
September at 10.23 per cent and was raised Oct, 18 lo 11 per 
cent in the first.year and lo.S per cent in future years as the 
government and the Bank of Canada forced tup other in¬ 
terest rates this fall. 

The latest change means that a $100 savings" btjiid-pur- 
cha.sed this fall for cash or through payroll deduction 
will pay $12 in interest next Nov. 1 and $10.50 annually 
thereafter. 

Bonuses attached to previous savings bonds will yield 
comparable amounts, but issues dated before 1977 must be' 
held to maturity lo qualify for the cash bonus. The 1977 and 
1978 issues yield the higher rates whenever they are 
cashed. 

THE HIGHER PAYOUT AIMS to keep pac« with rising 
rates offered on other bonds and for savings deposits at 
banks and other private institutions and w ill apply loihe new 
fall issue of savings bonds as well as all outstanding 
issues. 

The boost in interest rates is designed to encourage 
sales and discourage holders of savings bonds from cash¬ 
ing them in to lake advantage of higher rales else¬ 
where. 

RATES HAVE BEEN CREEPING up steadily since the 
fall issue of Canada Savings Bunds was unveiled in Sep¬ 
tember because of two increases in rates by the Bank 
of Canada.

TEHRAN «.'!•) — .SIndeni followers of 
.\yalollah Ruholiah Khomeini ended a 
five-hour takeover of the Briti.sh embassy 
Monday night but other students con¬ 
tinued to hold an estimated 100 persons 
hostage at the U..S. embassy. 

The takeovers of the Iwo embassies 
were the latest moves in a war of nerves 
against “the great Satan, America" and its 
"evil" British ally. 

The students and Khomeini demanded 
that the United .States and Britain hand 
over two “criminals" for trial—the de- 
po.sed shah Mohammad Rez.a Pahlavi and 
former Iranian prime minister Shahpour 
Bakhtiar, living in exile in Webern Eu¬ 
rope. 

But the Carter administration rejected 
the demand that il expel the shah, and the 
British said they did not have Bakhtiar and 
that he was living in France. 


In Washington, it was reported that a 
cancerous lymph gland tumor in the neck 
of the shah had enlarged since his recent 
surgery and that another stone had been 
discovered in a bile duct. 

Radio Tehran said the students holding 
the U.S. embassy also demanded that 
the Iranian government end all ties with 
the United .Slates. And Iran's petroleum 
minister said a cutoff of oil exports to the 
U.S. was possible. 

Broadcasts by the govqrnmcnt-run 
radio said .students also seized the U.S. 
consulates in Tabriz in northwest Iran and 
in the southern city of'Shiraz.

The 112-year old BNA Act reserves cer¬ 
tain such family matters—occupancy of 
the family home, child custody and other 
matters—for the higher courts.

Directors of Outreach 69 
have been told the govern¬ 
ment has plans to continue 
service in the Parksville- 
Qualicum area. 

However, due to austerity 
and funding cutbacks, a 
branch office of, Canada 
Employment could not be set 


up here for one to two 
years. 

.Ann Klees, chairman of 
the board of directors of Out¬ 
reach 69, said many unem¬ 
ployed persons in this area 
cannot afford the expense of 
travelling to Nanaimo to 
visit the Canada Employ¬ 
ment office. 

Arrangements will be 
made for an official to come 
to Parksvillc once a week if 
Outreach 69 has to close 
down. 

She said that would be 


very inadequate because 
Outreach 69 .has four staff 
members working fuil time 
plus overtime to cope w ith its 
workload. 

She said people appreciate 
the personaiized service and 
Outreach 69's reputation is 
spreading. 

The organization has cli¬ 
ents coming from as far 
away as Nanaimo because 
they are not satisfied with 
Canada Empioyment. 

Mike Benson, acting man- 
agerof Canada Employment 


and Immigration in Nanai¬ 
mo. told the Outreach 69 
directors the commission 
iias been review ing the pos¬ 
sibility of opening a branch 
office of Canada Employ¬ 
ment in Parksville for five to 
seven years, but believes 
there is a greater need in 
other areas. 

lie said the Parksville 
ari-a is only seasonal and an 
office would be required 
from .May to December. 

The directors disagree 
with Benson and judging by

Court upholds

Pacific Coastal president 
Don McGillivray said the 
plane had undergone a 
major inspection a month 
before (he crash and had 
been flown about 100 hours 
since then. He said he had 
flown the plane himself"he 
evening before the crash and 
it was performing well. 

The wind was about 10 
miles an hour at the time of 
the crash and the fact the 
takeoff was downwind was 
said to not be significant. 

At the opening of the in¬ 
quest, Brian Bastin of Van¬ 
couver, the crown assistant 
to the coroner, said evidence 
would show the starboard 
engine quit in flight but that 
the reason would remain a 
mystery because of the sc 
vere damage caused by the 
crash. 

The inquest before Nanai 
mo coroner Dr. Michael 
Smart was to continue today 
at 10 a.m. in the Nanaimo 
court hou.se.

Private groups seek higher 
government campsites fees 


PORT MCNEILL — A copy of a letter from 
B.C. Motels. Resorts and Trailer Parks Associa¬ 
tion, has been .sent to Ml. Waddinglon Regional 
District. 

The letter from the resorts people was sent to 
all campgrounds, resort and trailer park operators 
and dealt with operation of government campsites 
in B.C. 

The complaint "at this lime of the year" is that 
some government campsites are open free to the 
public, while others are charging a minimal fee. 

According to the private operators, they are 
constantly being told their facilities are too costly 
"and consequently the only service the camper 
requires from the private sector is a once-a- 
week trip to empty their holding tanks. " 

THE RESORTS GROl P wants rales charged 
at provincial camlisiles to be at par or reasonably 
close to what Is charged by the private operator. 

. They claim this would reduce animosity caused 
when the camper finds the public site full and then 
has to seek accommodation in a private site at a 
highyr cost. 

The group has recommended a minimum rate 
of $5 be charged at all times while the government 
parks are open for business. At the end of the 
season they suggest the camps should be closed and 
gates locked. 

GOVERNMENT PARKS should be staffed at 


all limes to reduce vandalism and ensure collection 
of fees. 

And. the group says, the provincial government 
should concentrate on providing a natural park-like 
atmosphere for a rest area and for day use only, 
lucking the gates at a designated lime in the 
evening. 

"If you agree with us plea.se support us. Collec¬ 
tively we can change the government's current 
policy". 

Meanwhile, the regional district of Mt. Wad 
dinglon is still wrestling with the problem of (juatse 
River campsite. 

APPROACHES TO THE provincial govern¬ 
ment for help in operating it have not met with 
success. 

Utilization for the month of .September, as pre¬ 
dicted, dropped substantially, although there was 
still a considerable amount of tourist traffic orient¬ 
ed to the ferry. 

Utilization dropped from 90.2 per cent in August 
to 31 per cent in September, with camper da.vs used 
dropping from 1.259 to 730. 

THE CAMPSITE ALSO requires a consider¬ 
able amount of. maintenance, including entrance 
lighting, pad and roadwork. 

The regional district has considered leasing the 
campsil to someone in the privale sector but so far 
no action has been taken. 


Water supply major issue in Nov. 17 ballotin g 

Crofton voters facing $1.75 million decision 


DUNCAN — Crofton 
\oters will go the polls Nov. 
17 to decide the fate of a 
controversial $1.75 million 
water referendum. This 
referendum is similar to a 
water referendum that the 
Crofton voters defeated last 
May by 302 to 231 votes. 

Croflon's water supply has 
been the subject of consider¬ 
able controversy once the 
defeat of the referendum, 
\6ith residents divided on the 
merits of continuing and im¬ 
proving the present source 
of supply, Crofton Lake, or 
proceeding by way of a sec¬ 
ond referendum which pro¬ 
poses to use wells in W'esth- 


olme and pipe the water to 
Crofton. 

Terry Tretisurer's pro re¬ 
ferendum group has been 
working to have a .second 
referendum held, claiming 
many more supporters. 

On the other hand, the 
Clean Water From Crofton 
Lake committee also claims 
it represents the majority of 
the Crofton voters. 

The Crofton Lake enthusi¬ 
asts maintain that to extend 
the intake by another 175 feet 
plus a general clean out and 
upgrading of the present 
system is all that’s re¬ 
quired. 

The pro referendum grouf 
claims this would not im 


prove the quality of the 
water in (he lake, which, 
according In a municipal' 
study, contains too much 
iron and manganc.se. 

Gerry Harrison, Clean 
Water From Crofton Lake 
committee member, told the 
Colonist that his group was 
issuing an information leaf¬ 
let to residents asking: Why 
are the residents being 
asked to vote on the referen¬ 
dum to borrow $1.75 million 
lo provide an alternate 
water supply for the town, 
when th^ situation has not 
changed since the residents 
defeated the last referen¬ 
dum May 12? 


He said: "The lake is still 
there and has provided an 
adequate supply of w ater de¬ 
spite the relatively dry sum¬ 
mer and the fact that the 
municipality has done noth¬ 
ing to improve the inade¬ 
quate delivery system." 

flarrison said there was no 
guarantee that the Weslh- 
oime wells would provide 
more water or water for any 
given number of years. 

Harrison said: "It would 
seem that unless the people 
I vote the way local govern¬ 
ment w ishes, they should be 
ignored. 

"Since local government 


has seen fit to foist this sec¬ 
ond referendum on the pub¬ 
lic, we urge everyone to vole 
no and to continue to support 
for office those persons who 
w ill listen to the voice of the 
people." 

Harrison accused the pres¬ 
ent municipal admisistra- 
lion of using "scare tactics" 
to get support for its cause. 

"If we had agreed to the 
referendum we would have 
set in motion a chain of ac- 
‘ lion which would continue to 
cost many more dollars In 
the future, when attention to 
the lake would provide ade¬ 
quate water at a much lower 
cost." he said. 


Treasure’s pro referen¬ 
dum group says the rc-loca- 
tion of the intake at the lake 
would solve nothing. 

Treasure said that when 
the municipality took water 
samples and temperature 
measurements at “this deep 
spot" in the lake the tests 
results indicated that the 
"water quality is generally 
worse” than at the pre.sent 
intake. 

He said this was the reason 
that the municipality decid¬ 
ed nut to re-locate the in¬ 
take. 

Treasure also claimed that 
the lake water exceeds three 
water quaitjty standards set 


byjhe health minister. This 
was for temperature, iron 
and manganese content. 

Treasure also pointed out 
the possible dangers from 
chlorinated water. North 
Cowichan municipality in¬ 
structed Crofton residents 
to boil their water last year 
after salamanders and frogs 
were found coming from 
residents’ faucets. The 
municipality since had start¬ 
ed a program of beavy chlo¬ 
rination of the water sys¬ 
tem. 

Treasure said: "Chlorina¬ 
tion of drinking wajer is only 
effective if the water quality 
is reasonably good before it 
is chlorinated.” 


According to the books, 
she is now working for Out 
reach 69 as a-volunteer. 

Outreach (>9 has an annual 
budget of $51,000 to pay the 
wages of four employees and 
their expenses as well as 
maintaining an office in 
I’arksville. 

Jack Wilson, special pro¬ 
grams consultant covering 
the northern half of Vancou 
ver Island for the Canada 
Employment and Immigra 
lion Commission, said the 
four employees are earning 
much less than they would 
gel doing similar work in 
other organizations. 

He said: "The staff are 
skillful, interested and sym¬ 
pathetic and care about peo¬ 
ple and try lo do rheir 
best.” 

Wilson Is responsible for 
.seeing that projects in fiis 
urea are run properly. 

He said of Outreach 69: "It 
is-so proficient that I have 
little lo do. They are all ex¬ 
cellent in their jobs and the 
office is very well run and 
organized. The adminislra- 
titpn is just about perfect." 

The Outreach program 
was started by the federal 
government in 1972 in an 
effort lo seek ways of ex¬ 
tending services to people 
whose special needs were 
not being met by the ,stan 
dard services of Canada 
Empioyment. 

The program was aimed to 
help certain groups who for 
various reasons find work 
particularly hard lo obtain. 
These target groups include 
physically and mentally 
handicapped people, those 
under 25 and over 15 years of 
age, single parents, hard 
core unemployed, prison in- 
m.iles and ex-inmates. 

Outreach 69 caters to tar¬ 
get groups as well as non 
target groups who would not 
normally expect to find 
much difficulty in getting 
jobs. 

There are not sufficient 
people in the target groups 
here needing help to keep 
Outreach 69 bu.sy for three 
.vears. 

Wilson said an Outreach 
project in Campbell River 
sponsored by the B.C. Coali¬ 
tion of the Disabled closed 
down after fulfilling its use 
because of the limited target 
group. 

Outreach contacts em¬ 
ployers and sets up lists of 
vacant jobs and endeavors lo 
match clients with the jobs. 
Last .August. Outreach 69 
had 91 new job orders from 
employers. 

In the period from Janu 
ary. 1976, lo July 31. 1979. 
Outreach 69 found employ¬ 
ment for 1,217 clients. Of this 
number 1.0.52 were in the 
target groups. 

Klees said the board was 
contacting various levels of 
government in an attempt o 
gel further funding. 'The 
directors have the assis¬ 
tance of the local MP and 
MLA.

Couple lost in wedding 
pause to get acquainted 


TORONTO (CP) — In the dizzying rush of wedding 
plans and the. thrill of being engaged. Andrew and 
Barbara Walker found they had lost touch with each 
other. 

Needing to reaffirm their feelings, the couple en¬ 
rolled in a marriage preparation course and became 
reacquainled. 

"We were into the whole wedding bit rather than the 
marriage per sc until we started taking the course. " 
recalls Mrs. Walker. 21. 

"It's such a big thrill being engaged and then, all of 
a sudden, you're strangers for a w Kile. And you begin to 
think, 'I'm going to spend the rest of my life with you"’" 
The I'ounselling impressed me with the seriousness of 
marriage. . ." ^ 

The Walkers are Roman Catholic and. like all 
i iiiiples who want a church wedding, were advised 
strongly by their priest t 4 ) participate in pre marital 
counselling. 

THK CHOICK was theirs but in a mixed marriage. 
Cannon law would have required them to take the 
course or be denied a church wedding. 

"Between 90 and 9a per cent of priests will make a 
C4iuple go through a course before they agree to marrj 
them in church," says Rev. Thomas Dove, director of 
the Catholic Information Centre. 

"Some priests won't give them a marriage date 
unless they return with a certificate that they l 4 i 4 ik it. " 

The centre has doubled to II the number of mar 
riage preparation programs it offers each year. About 
7.i couples attend the five-week series which covers 
topics such as communication, sexuality and the Catho¬ 
lic outlook on marriage. 


But Father Dove, the pr 4 igram's co-( 4 rdinal 4 )r. ac- 
kn4>wledges that a couple cannot be prepared fully for" 
marriage in five weeks. 

"It Isn't going to make someone who is childish 
mature but at least it can point out the kinds of 
problems a relationship will run into." he says. 

AN AD-HIK" committee of Anglican, United and Ca- 
lh4)lic clergy has recommended that w hen both partners 
are younger than 20 . they must take al least three 
marriage preparation .seminars as a condition of a 
church weilding. 

Re.\. (itMirge .lames, a committee member, says the 
church courts also arc studying their recommeniialion 
that engaged C4)uples take a mandatory physical exami 
nation to ilelermine their physical and menial fitness 
for marriage 

rhe churches have various counselling procedufes. 
The Cath 4 )lic method follows a lecture-type formal 
where priests cover the religious aspects while couples 
affiliated with the church conduct other .seminars. 

THK ANfiLK'AN church emphasizes gr4)up dia- 
l44gue. especially on financial and legal matters. 

But not all clergy favor pre marital counselling 
Rev. Claude (iuldner, a profes.sor of family studies al 
the I'niversity of (tuelph. believes many engaged cou 
pics are "loo starry-eyed" for it to have much affect. 

However, a recent survey of 63 couples by Kdward 
Bader, a Toronto family counsellor and former priest.

Atomic close call revealed in east England

threatened a building 
containing three atom 
bombs. 

In Washington, a Pen¬ 
tagon spokesman de¬ 
clined to comment on the 
report. 

The newspaper said the 
government of then 
prime minister Anthony 
Eden concealed from the 
British public the fact 


that U.S, atomic bombs 
were being stockpiled in 
Britain. 

It said it pieced the 
story together from lim¬ 
ited information in offi¬ 
cial records and from in¬ 
terviews with military 
personnel familiar with 
the incident. None of the 
sources was quoted by 
name. 

Tbe World-IU'ruld said 
a U.S. .Strategic Air Com¬ 


mand B-17 bomber sta¬

sensitive to heal and con¬ 
siderably more powerful 
than those used at Hiro¬ 
shima and Nagasaki. 

. Had the flames deton¬ 
ated the TNT used as the 
trigger for the bombs, a 
disaster could have en¬ 
sued. the newspaper 
said. 

The World Herald said 
Hie possibility of a nu¬ 
clear explosion was re¬ 
mote. but the possibility 


of a geyser of radioactive 
material — potentially 
more serious than the 
I'hrce Mile Island mi.s- 
hap in Pennsylvania — 
was very real. 

A retired air force 
major-general who was 
in the United Kingdom at 
the time of the accident 
told the World-llerald 
that, had the TNT been 
detonated by the heat: ‘It 
is possible that a part of 


Eastern England would 
have become a desert" 
The newspaper said the 
B-17 went through a chain 
link fence surrounding 
the storage area, grazed 
a sentry lower, glanced 
off the building contain¬ 
ing the nuclear weapons 
and came to rest in 
flqmes on the side of a 
hill.

Medicare reversal 
if needed-minister 


. IITTAWA (CPI - Health 
Minister David Crombie said 
Xhindav he vvill if necessary 
ehange provincial financing 
arrangements and bring the 
management of medicare 
back into federal hands. 

Crombie told a conference 
on medicare sponsored by 
the Canadian Labor Con¬ 
gress he would "find ways to 
amend (he legislation'' if a 
review now being conducted 
into medicare recommended 
siich action w as necessary to 
save the national health care 
plan. 

A federally-commissioned 
report on the plan by Em¬ 
mett Hall, a formerSupreme 
Court justice whose -royal 
commission in KKil estab¬ 
lished the basic principles of 
medicare, is expected early 
next year. 

The minister w as respond¬ 
ing to questions from the 
audience when an angry 
labor spokesman from New 
Brunswick reminded bim 
that the government in that 
province had recently levied 
extra gharges on insured 
health service but Ibat more 
than 3011 hospital positions 
had been eliminated anyway 
and an entire children’s 
ward had been closed in one 
hospital. 

Crombie said the matter of 
extra-billing would be diffi¬ 
cult to resolve and, if need¬ 
ed, he w ill seek to amend the 


medicare legislation to keep 
medicare healthy. 

And he said if Hall recom¬ 
mends the formula be re¬ 
viewed. then he will serious¬ 
ly consider changing the

Labor joins campaign 
to salvage care plan 


DTTAWA'tCP) — The Canadian Labor 
Congress promised a tough but dedicated 
struggle Monday as labor and social 
groups prepared a national campaign to 
save medicare. 

Dennis McDermott, president of the 2.3- 
million-member congress, told a medicare 
conference it was time for consumers to 
organize to save the health-care system 
they had worked so hard to win in the first 
place. 

“We must generate such pressure that 
the federal and offending provincial gov¬ 
ernments will not dare to ignore our medi¬ 
care objectives." 

The conference, called .SOS Medicare, 
was designed to kick off a labor and con- 
sum(T movement to put pressure on gov¬ 
ernments to repair the ailing health-care 
plan. 

The congress outlined a program to im¬ 
prove medicare in April during the fed¬ 
eral election campaign. 


But .Monday, members of groups suyji 
as the National Farmers' Union, the Cana¬ 
dian Chamber of Commerce and organiza¬ 
tions representing six different churches 
joined again in calling for an end to extra 
billing for medical services and an expan¬ 
sion of current services to include dental 
care and drugs. 

Doctors or hospitals or both in seven 
provinces now charge more for some 
health services than medicare pays them. 

In 1977. a new financing formula took 
effect which transferred the day-to-day 
administration and authority of the nation¬ 
al health plan to the provinces. 

Said McDermott: "The provincial 
counterparts of all of our national organi¬ 
zations will have to generate and apply 
intense and hopefully united pressure on 
their respective provincial governments to 
restore to the pre-t977 situation."

OTTAWA (UI’C) — The 
federal government has 
signed a "horrendous " 
memorandum of agreement 
with Alberta that will in¬ 
crease domestic oil prices by 
120 per cent to $29.73-a-bar- 
rel by 1983, says New Demo¬ 
cratic Party member Cyril 
Symes. 

Prime Minister Joe Clark 
denied Monday there wasa 
any final agreement but told 
the House of Commons he 
"expects" provincial and 
federal governments will 
settle on an energy package 
"within the next several 
days," 

"This (tbrrendous Christ¬ 
mas present will cost con¬ 
sumers an extra $700 in 
home heating oil annually 
and drive gas up to a mini¬ 
mum of $1.9tl nr a possible 
maximum of $2.30 a gallon 
by 1983," Symes said later. 

The NDP energy critic 
said "reliable .sources" told 
him the "final working 
paper " will be pre.sented to 
provincial ministers at a 
Nov. 12 energy meeting. 
Clark is expected to an¬ 
nounce the November meet¬ 
ing shortly. 

Symes said that while he 
did not have a copy of the 
agreement, which he said 
was signed last week, he was 
aware of its contents. 


Ottawa hikes 
savings bond 
rate to 12% 

OTTAWA (CP) — The government announced 
Monday night an increase in the yield on Canada 
Savings Bonds by one percentage point to 12 per cent 
in the year to next Nov. 1, the .second time rates have 
increased this fall. 

The liighcr payout applies to the 1979 bonds on sale now 
and to all previous savings bonds for the 1979-80 year 
Only. The yield on these savings bonds in future years 
remains ai tbc previously fixed to..7 per cent annual¬ 
ly- 

THE PAVOUT ON THE BOND.S was set originally in 
September at 10.25 per cent and w as raised Oct, 18 to 11 per 
cent in the first year and 10.3 per cent in future years as the 
government and the Bank of Canada forced up other in¬ 
terest rates this fall. 

The latest change means that a $100 savings bond pur¬ 
chased this fall" for cash or through payroll deduction 
will pay $12 in interest next Nov. 1 and $10.50 annually 
(hereafter. 

Bonuses attached to previous savings bonds will yield 
comparable amounts, but issues dated before 1977 must be 
held to maturity to qualify for the cash bonus. The 1977 and 
1978 issues yield the higher rates whenever they are 
cashed. 

THE HIGHER PAYOUT AIMS to keep pace with rising 
rales offered on other bonds and for savings deposits at 
banks and other private institutions and will apply to the new 
fall issue of savings bonds as well as all outstanding 
issues. 

The boost in interest rates is designed to encourage 
sales and discourage holders of .savings bonds from cash¬ 
ing them in to take advantage of higher rales else¬ 
where. 

RATES HAVE BEEN CREEPING up steadily since the 
fall issue of Canada Savings Bonds was unveiled in Sep¬ 
tember because of (wo increases in rates by the Bank 
of Canada.

“Independence and terri¬ 
torial integrity must be re¬ 
turned to Cambodia under a 
government that reflects the 
genuine wishes of the Cam¬ 
bodian people. 

"Hostilities must be 
brought to an end, and the 
foreign forces now occupy¬ 
ing most of the country will 
have to be withdrawn." 

Her statement, a strong 
attack in UN terms, prompt¬ 
ed a sharp rebuke from the 
So\ iel Union. 

Uleg Troyanovsky, the So¬ 
viet ambassador to the UN, 
said in his speech that Miss 
MacDonald's remarks left 
the impression that Canada 
w as not interested in the hu¬ 
manitarian aspects of the 
problem. 

Miss MacDonald said at a 
news conference after her 
speech that she felt her com¬ 
ments were justified. 

“I don't believe that you 
cun separate the humanitar¬ 
ian from the political." she 
declared. 

Politics and aid were 
closely interlocked, she 
said.

Revolutionary Council of 
Heng Samrin,” she said. 

“If they've gotten 299,000 
tons through. I'd like to be 
shown to w hom it, has 
gone. " 


Iranian PM resigns, 
U.K. embassy freed

TEHRAN (Reuter) — Premier Mehdi 
Bazargan and his Iranian cabinet today 
tendered their resignations to revolution¬ 
ary leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
informed sources close to the premier's 
office said. 

The .sources said the resignations have 
yet to be accepted by the revolution¬ 
ary council. 

.Student followers of Khomeini ended a 
five-hour takeover of the British embassy 
Monday night but other students con¬ 
tinued to hold an estimated 100 persons 
hostage at the U.S. embassy. 

The takeovers of the two embassies 
were the latest moves in a war of nerves 
against “the great Satan, America" and its 
"evil" British ally. 

The students and Khomeini demanded 
that the United .States and Britain hand 
over two "criminals" for trial—the de¬ 
posed shah Mohammad Reza Pahlavi and 


former Iranian prime minister Shahpour 
Bakhtiar. living in exile in Western Eu¬ 
rope. 

But the Carter administration rejected 
the demand that it expel the shah, and the 
British said they did not have Bakhtiar and 
that he was living in France. 

In Washington, it was reported that a 
cancerous lymph gland tumor in the neck 
of the shah had enlarged since his recent,, 
surgery and that another stone had been 
discovered in a bile duct. 

Radio Tehran said the students holding 
the U.S. embassy also demanded that 
the Iranian government end all ties with 
the United States. And Iran’s petroleum 
minister said a cutoff of oil exports to the 
U.S. was passible. 

Broadcasts by the government-run 
radio said students also .seized the U.S. 
consulates in Tabriz in northwest Iran and 
in the southern city of Shiraz. 
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B.C. appeal may lead 
to patriation action

While the rest of Canada watches, B.C. 
is preparing an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Canada which could lead to pa¬ 
triation of the Constitution. 

And while the legal experts in Attorney- 
General Garde Gardom's ministry work on 
the appeal, his administrative experts arc 
trying to find a way to side-step major 
road-blocks created by a ruling of Mr. 
Justicedl.E. Hutcheon in the B.C. Supreme 
Court on Oct. 22. 

The judge ruled that three sections of 
B.C.'s new Family Relations Act were in¬ 
valid because the province did not have the 
jurisdiction to go beyond the terms of the 


British North America Act as laid down in 
1867. 

In layman's language, the B.C. Family 
Relations Act had attempted to make it 
possible for routine disputes at the time of 
a marriage break-up to be heard in fam¬ 
ily court. 

The 112-ycarold BNA Act reserves cer¬ 
tain such family matters—occupancy of- 
the family home, child custody and other 
matters—for the higher courts. 

While the actual points of law are com¬ 
plex Hutcheon ruled that while a provin¬ 
cial court judge could not rule on a appli¬ 
cation for the sole occupancy of the family 
home, custody of an infant son or on an

Shorter $2 million outfall urged

A proposal to make the Clover Point 
sewage outfall 3,000 feet long, instead of 
the original 6.900or the later 4,100 feet, will 
go before the Capital Region District’s 
public works committee Wednesday. 

Victoria Aid. Robert Wright, chairman 
of the region's South Coast sewage com¬ 
mittee. confirmed Monday that the shorter 
outfall is expected to cost only $2 mil¬ 
lion, down from an original estimate of $7 
million. 

In confirming the information released 
early Monday by Victoria mayoral candi¬ 
date Murray (Hazier, who is region board 
chairman, Wright said he was reluctant to 
add to leaks from his reptirt before it is 
placed before Wednesday's committee 
meeting.

He criticized Glazier who, he said, had 
released information for political purposes 
only. 

"The original fia.sco of Clover Point was 
put together when Aid. Glazier was chair¬ 
man of public works." said Wright. "I wish 
he would just leave us alone now to get this 
problem corrected.” 

Wright said that while Glazier has not 
attended epramittee meetings, or made 
any contribution to .solving problems along 
the south coast, Monday was the second 
time he had jumped in with announce¬ 
ments before reports could be placed 
before appropriate committees. 


A few weeks ago. Glazier announced in 
advance a suggestion for an outfall at 
.McMicking Point. 

"I just hope,” said Wright, "that his 
publieity-.seeking for political purposes 
doesn't undo all the work that has been 
dune to date on this." 

At present the outfall, due for comple¬ 
tion almost two years ago, is spewing sew¬ 
age just 200 feet off the tip of Clover Point, 
w hile original plans remain the subject of 
litigation between the Capital Region Dis¬ 
trict. contractors, engineers and consul¬ 
tants. 


And one of Glazier's rivals in the race for 
the mayor's seat. Aid. John Hayes, is 
calling for a halt to outfall work, and a 
start on a proper sewage treatment plant. 

Glazier said a secondary treatment plant 
would cost $30 million and could not be 
built at Clover Point because it would need 
12 acres of land, while there is only five 
acres available, even if the kite-flying field 
were used. 

"There is no magic wand that will make 
sewage disappear," said Glazier. "If a 
treatment plant were put there, it would be 
an industrial use of the land, and in 
that location there woultj be probiem.s- of 
odor, noise and possIMb health prob¬ 
lems.”

Oil tankers brief 
annoys aldermen 


.Several .Saanich aldermen 
expressed disbelief Monday 
when told a brief they had 
not approved had been pre¬ 
sented to the National En¬ 
ergy Board’s oil port hearing 
in Vancouver. 

The brief, prepared by 
Saanich emergency mea¬ 
sures co-ordinator Jack 
Hush at the request of coun¬ 
cil’s protective services 
committee, faised the aider- 
men’s ire because it said the 
municipality was not op¬ 
posed to an increase in the 
amount of tanker traffic en¬ 
tering Juan de Fuca Strait, 
providing there were ade¬ 
quate safeguards. 

"I don't agree with the 
submission. I want it 
changed before it is present¬ 
ed," Aid. Irene Block pro- 
"lested. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said 
it was too late to amend the 


document “because it’s al¬ 
ready been presented." 

Block responded: "That's 
awful. We haven't had a 
chance to study the brief. It 
should not have been pre¬ 
sented without this council's 
approval." 

Aid. Sandy Noel said he 
was “bitterly disappointt-d" 
at news that the document 
had been given to the board, 
as tanker traffic was of criti¬ 
cal concern to Greater Vic¬ 
toria. 

"We have to fight fire with 
fire," he said. "We have to 
consider cutting off natural 
gas supplies to parts of the 
V.S. if they stick by their 
plan to have oil tankers in 
waters off our coast.” 

Aid. Howard Sturrm-k said 
he "look strong objection " 
that council had not had an 
opportunity to diseu.ss the 
brief. 


However, Aid. John Mika 
noted that among safe¬ 
guards proposed in the brief 
was one slating that no port 
site should be considered un¬ 
less it was acceptable to a 
majority of residents living 
in the area .selected. 

He recommended a copy 
sif the brief be sent to offi¬ 
cials in Port Angeles, draw¬ 
ing their attention to this 
suggestion. 

Other safeguards pro¬ 
posed in the brief state that 
the federal government 
should underwrite cost of oil 
spill cleanup in Canadian 
waters or upon adjacent Ca¬ 
nadian lands: size limits be 
placed on ves.sels operating 
in Canadian waters; tankers 
operating in Canadian 
waters comply with accept¬ 
able Canadian .standards be¬ 
fore they are licensed. 


Saanich says no 
to sale of home 


.Saanich council threw a 
monkey w rench Monday into 
provincial government plans 
to turn the old Juvenile De¬ 
tention Home at 1125 Pem¬ 
broke into a containment 
centre for young offenders. 

Council voted to notify the 
province "one of the owners 
is not prepared to sell." 

The fou^’ore municipali¬ 
ties—Oak Bay. Esquimau, 
Victoria and .Saanich—own 
the building which the B.C. 
Building Corp. has agreed to 
purchase for $415,000. 

A majority of council 
members said they could not 
support selling the building 
if it was turned into a "kid 
jaii." 

Aid. Sandy Noel said he 
would not be a party to in¬ 
carcerating young of fenders 
up to two years. 

"There are some real 
hardened criminals in the 
building, and I don’t want to 
be party to seeing first- and 
second-time offenders put in 
with hard core cases.” 

He said the three-year 
lease the owners gave the 
province in 1978 stated it 


was to be used only as a 
temporary containment 
centre, not as a jail. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said 
the government would do 
what it wished with the prop¬ 
erty "no matter what we 
have to say." 

He said the corrections 
branch was already contra¬ 
vening a clause in the lease 
which stated no youth could 
be kept longer than eight 
days after his case had been 
disposed of by a judge with¬ 
out the written permission of 
the chairman of the family 
court. "They have people for 
eight months," he added. 

He noted that a consider¬ 
able amount of money had 
been spent by the province 
on renovating the building, 
“and if my memory is cor¬ 
rect. we gave them an indi¬ 
cation the ownership would 
change if renovations were 
made," he .said. 

Aid. John Mika, spon.sorof 
the motion, said the corpora¬ 
tion had not provided one 
substantiated reason why" 
ownership should change. 


Campaign 
signs 
must go

Shops in Village 
‘abusing’ own 
parking system 

Merchants and their employees in the Oak Bay Vil¬ 
lage have been abusing a free reserved parking sys¬ 
tem established for them by the municipality nearly a 
year ago. council’s streets and traffic committee was 
told Monday night. 

A iist of licences of 15 cars whose owners regularly use 
the 45-space senior citizen centre parking lot on Mon¬ 
terey was given to municipal administrator Jim Craven 
by a nearby resident for enforcement. 

The resident said he was prepared to regularly update 
the list for Police Chief Irving Bailey. 

Other residents of Monterey and Hampshire poured 
out a litany of parking problems associated with abuse 
of the sy.stem as well, leading the committee to resolve 
that enforcement be stepped up. 

The committee, on the motion of Aid. Doug Watts, au¬ 
thorized an increase in the hours of a commissionaire 
hired to police the village area from the current three 
six-hour days to an unspecified number of hours. 

Although Bailey told the committee the parking en¬ 
forcement officer works irregular hours, William Hep- 
linstall, 1392 Hampshire, said some violators apparently 
knew the schedule and moved just before she made her 
rounds. 

Watts, a candidate for mayor in the Nov. 17 elec¬ 
tion. said the only way to permanently solve the Vil¬ 
lage's parking problems was for th* new council to im¬ 
mediately provide more off-street parking. 

Craven said he was disappointed at the lack of re¬ 
sponse to the free numbered parking system, which re¬ 
quires merchants and their employees to walk 100 yards 
or .so from a church parking lot or the public safely build¬ 
ing. 

But. he added "we have more than covered the 
wages of the commissionaire just from the fines being 
collected.” ^ 

Reg Whittaker. 1354 Monterey, said that because 
streets near the Village were constantly used, residents 
were not able to benefit from the municipality's leaf pick¬ 
up program. He suggested that signs be posted on leaf¬ 
cleaning days. 

The suggestion will be acted on. 

Aid. Peter Bunn .said the municipality would have to 
get really tough on enforcement, increasing the fines if 
necessary. 

Craven said he would meet with the merchants associa¬ 
tion Wednesday morning and raise the matter then. 

Also to be investigated is the feasibility of providing 
decals to senior citizens who regularly Use the seniors' 
centre and reducing three- or six-hour parking limits in 
the Village environs to one hour or 30 minutes. 

The administration has been asked to report back on 
these and other ideas to rulieve the stress on residents 
of the area.

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Tight government 
purse strings are stran¬ 
gling non-profit home¬ 
maker’s services in the 
province, according to 
co-ordinators of several 
services. 

The services, which keep 
many people out of Institu¬ 
tions by providing basic 
cooking, cleaning, and other 
chores in the client’s own 
home, have been expanding 
rapidly since the province's 
iong-term care program was 
instituted in January, 1978, 
and that is part of their prob¬ 
lem. 

The six-to-eight-week 
delay in receiving payment 
for services rendered to cli¬ 
ents, most of them referred 
to the homemakers' services 
by the health ministry’s 
long-term care program, has 
forced the services to find 
some other way to pay their 
employees, usually a bank 
loan. 

In addition to the inter¬ 
est charges which result, the 
loans are often guaranteed 
by staff members of the 
homemakers’ service or of. 
the society which sponsors 
the service, and if the loan is 
cut off, the service Is threa¬ 
tened. 

To mitigate the problem, 
the long-term care program 
gives the services an ad¬ 
vance, in the form of 80 per 
cent of their, previous 
month's billings, which is 
sent to them in two install¬ 
ments each month. But be¬ 
cause the services are grow¬ 
ing so quickly, the advances 
are rarely enough to cover 
expenses. 

"Ninety per cent of Sep¬ 
tember's billings may be 
only 60 per cent of January's 
billings." Joan Reichardt of 
Nelson, president of the 
Community Homemakers 
Association of B.C.. said 
Monday. 

Hilary Gcrow, co-ordina¬ 
tor of the Femwood Home¬ 
maker Service, said Monday 
her organization had ex¬ 
panded four fold in the last 
13 months, from 500 hours to 
2.500 hours of service to cli¬ 
ents each month, and was 
still growing. 

"We still have a major 
need in our area for home¬ 
makers.” 

To meet the payroll. 
Gerow has taken out a $5,000 
line of credit, the society 
which operates the service 
has taken out another $5,000 
line of credit, and the books 
are "juggled" to provide an¬ 


other $5,000 to meet the 
monthly $15,000 payroll. 

FJven then, homemakers 
who work for the service, at 
wages of between $4 and $5« 
an hour, don't always get 
paid on time. 

“We tell them to call be¬ 
fore they come! in to pick up 
their cheques becau.se they 
might be delayed for a 
week." 

As hard as it is on the 
services, the sifeation can be 
even harder qn their em¬ 
ployees, Gerowi said. 

“They ard primarily 
women, and nuny are sup¬ 
porting families on their 
own. They have no financial 
cushion at all.’l 
Given the uncertain pay- 
cheques. no j uarantee of 
steady hours, ind the hard 
work involved, employees of 
the services are always on 
the lookout for more promis¬ 
ing work, and turnover is 
high. Gerow said. 

Colin Aykroyd, president 
of the Fairfield Community 
Association, a^ds that the 
service homemakers are ex¬ 
pected to provide appears to 
be getting mor« complex as 
Victoria hospit^s attempt to 
free beds occupied by long¬ 
term care patients. Not only 
arc the number of clients 
rising rapidly, but the hours 
of service each requires are 
also increasing. 

A steady flow of letters 
between Aykroyd and gov¬ 
ernment agencies was 
among the pressures that 
persuaded the government 
to increase its advances 
from-80 to 90 per cent of the 
previous month's billings, 
but that does not solve the 
problem by any means, he 
indicated. 

To Gerow, the additional 
to per cent means another 
$600 a month, which is "abso¬ 
lutely nothing" against $15.- 
000 worth of credit, she 
said. > 

The remaining,10 per cent 
takes six to eight weeks to 
collect from the provincial 
long-term carq program 
which accounts fttr about 80 
per cent of the Innnemaker 
service's busine.'A*. The bal¬ 
ance of the hombmaking is 
done for the human re¬ 
sources ministry (which 
seems to pay more prompt¬ 
ly. but provides no ad¬ 
vances), the Capital Region 
District and private clients. 

Another problem is the 
time involved in getting bud¬ 
gets approved. "IThe provin¬ 
cial government Works out 
an hourly rate it vfill pay for 
each service, based on the 
budget each senlce sub¬ 
mits, and those budgets were 
not approved for five 


months, because of the Wg

The governimenl has alsi{ 
tried to take an ay any sur-j 
pluses accumiiiated by the 
services, even though inj 
Fairfield's cask' the “sur¬ 
plus " consists almost entire-j 
ly of accounts (receivable 
from the provin tial govern¬ 
ment. The >go» ernment 
backed off when t*ild it could 
have the surplus!—when it 
paid its own accoijnt in full.

The first step toward sole '. 
ing the problem, she said, is' 
to give the homemakers ser 1 
vices a financial cushion to ' 
meet their day-to-day obli 
gallons without resorting to 
bank nr personal loans 
While the money involved 
would be significant, it 
would be a one-time ex 
pense. and would save. Mrs 
Reichardt estimates. $300. 
oofl to $500,001) in annual in 
terest charges incurred by 
all B.C. homemakers ser 
vices. Those costs are even¬ 
tually passed along to the 
taxpayer. 

So far. no such help is in 
sight, although a Dec. 12 
meeting beuween the Com 
munity Homemakers' Asso 
elation of B.C. and the min 
isiry has been scheduled to 
discuss some of the difficul 
ties. 


Couvelier changes disputed plnn 


Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier has 
had a change of heart about eliminat¬ 
ing council committees and switching 
to a council-manager format. 

He told council Monday he was now 
recommending committees be re¬ 


tained but the administrative system 
be tightened to remove unnecessary 
items frjim council and committee 
agendas. 

.Several candidates in the coming 
Saanich election have criticized a 


council proposal to consider the coun¬ 
cil-manager format, among them Cou- 
velier's opponent, Keith MacGregor. 
Several ratepayer groups have also 
criticized the proposal as a backward 
step.
